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I, 


T THE BEGINNING of the modern 

age, when men started exploring the 
earth and the secrets of nature, and the 
people of Europe and the white race 
began to coagulate into nations, Divine 
Right authority, based on kingly lineage 
and the church’s blessing, began to fade. 


To forestall anarchy and disorder, 
men sought new authority for govern- 
ment (since permanent rule over fellow- 
men must rest upon a popularly ac- 
cepted doctrine of authority). 


IL 


In Europe, secret cabals and societies 
were formed by intellectuals and power- 
lovers to establish interpretations of 
Plato’s “government by the elite.” 


The atheistic society of the Ilumi- 
nati, founded by Adam Weishaupt in 
1776, became the fountainhead of Com- 
munism, devoted to destruction of the 
existing religions, governments and 
property rights to clear the way for re- 
making everything. 

Beginning in the same year 1776, 
the exactly opposite concept of govern- 
ment was championed in America and 
soon expressed in the Constitution of 


the Republic. 


Il. 


After the French Revolution, the sur- 
vivors and successors of the Illuminati 


os 


and like totalitarian elements were 
driven into Germany, Belgium and Eng- 
land. Friedrich Engels and Karl Marx 
(real name Mordecai) composed the 
Communist Manifesto from [Iluminati 
sources. 


Engels of Germany contributed stra- 
tegy and financial support; Karl Marx, 
soon in exile in England, slowly wrote 
the dogma of this new (and yet old) 
political religion in three volumes 
called Das Kapital. 


This explains the origin of the two 
opposing concepts of government of our 
time. One the Marxist concept, the other 
the American concept. Each came to 
have its own “scripture” — the Marxist 
Manifesto and Das Kapital, and the 
Constitution of the United States. 


The American, or free concept was, 
during the last twenty years of the 
eighteenth century, made into a politi- 
cal, social and economic regime — the 
Nation called the United States of 
America. During the nineteenth century 
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this Republic became the most respect- 
ed, envied and emulated government on 
earth. 


But the Marxist, or slave concept 
(after a short-lived experiment during 
the French Revolution) was not ex- 
pressed in an established government 
and society until the Russian Bolshevik 
Revolution of 1918. This Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics (the name “Re- 
public” which implies government by 
elected representatives being misused) 
has had many imitators, particularly in 
Asia and Central Europe. 


Since 1932, Marxism has contamin- 
ated the American ideal and system to 
such an extent, that survival is in doubt. 


IV. 


Marxism was established in England 
among economists, writers and artists 
by Eleanor Marx, daughter of Karl, as- 
sisted by her husband and their associ- 
ates. They organized as the Fabian So- 
ciety with cells called Fabian Clubs. 
(Fabius was a Roman General who 
tricked his better-equipped enemies.) 
Among the Fabians, as early promoters 
of Marxism, were George Bernard Shaw. 
Sidney Webb, Graham Wallace and An- 


nie Besant (the occultist). 


By the Webbs, who were economists, 
their disciple Professor Harold Laski 
of the London School and others, Marx- 
ism was made the political faith of the 
British Trade Union movement, already 
founded by Tom Mann. The socialist 
labor movement was carried forward 
by Ramsay MacDonald (who became 
first labor Prime Minister), Ernest Be- 
vin, Sir Stafford Cripps, Clement Attlee 
and the still more radical Aneurin Bev- 
an. 


V. 


Meanwhile the British Marxists were 
making contact with United States Po- 
pulists (a socialist party of the nine- 
ties), with early labor unionists called 
Knights of Labor and with reformers in- 
cluding Henry George, who advocated 
“single tax” on land. George and others 
made study trips to England. 


Karl Marx created a large following 
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in the United States through his long 
correspondence for the New York Tri- 
bune between 1860 and 1880. German, 
French and Belgian Marxists influenced 
Russian anti-Czarists called Nihilists. 


Harold Laski, regarded after Marx 
as high priest of the Western School of 
Marxism, carried on a correspondence 
with Justice Holmes of the United States 
Supreme Court until the latter’s death 
in 1932, in which the socialistic New 
Dealism and Liberalism of following 
years was outlined. 


Felix Frankfurter of Harvard Law 
School (1914-39), champion of Sacco 
and Vanzetti and biographer of Justice 
Holmes, a disciple of British Fabian 
Laski, brought him repeatedly to Har- 
vard to lecture and plot Marxist stra- 
tegy. Frankfurter infiltrated the federal 
government with such men as Thurman 
Arnold, Alger Hiss and Dean Acheson 
some of them more socialist than inter- 
nationalist, and vice versa. 


VL 


Between 1890 and 1900 Internation- 
alism, sponsored by the world’s richest 
men, joined with Marxism to overthrow 
Nationalism. The first billionaire, An- 
drew Carnegie, returned to his native 
Scotland, established himself in Skibo 
Castle, announced his aim of joining 
the United States again to the British 
Empire and conferred with Cecil 
Rhodes, diamond king, who endowed 
the Rhodes Scholarships for the same 
purpose. 


Theodore Marburg of Baltimore, trus- 
tee of Johns Hopkins University and 
first sponsor of Woodrow Wilson, sold 
Carnegie the idea of a world peace 
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movement to bring all nations into one 
economy and one government. 


To show the way, Carnegie pioneered 
Foundations for peace and internation- 
alist propaganda. Marxist-minded re- 
formers and professors largely made up 
the staffs of these Foundations. Car- 
negie and his friends persuaded Rocke- 
feller to do likewise. The two billion- 
aires set a fashion among ultra-wealthy 
men, especially rich Americans. Many 
Foundations have been established. Gen- 
erally speaking, they advance a philos- 
ophy quite opposite to the thinking of 
their founders — the most striking re- 
cent example being the Ford Founda- 
tion. 


In the last half century, these interna- 
tionalist Foundations and agencies es- 
tablished with their help, have spent 
more than two billion dollars to indoc- 
trinate the American press, clergy, ra- 
dio, schools, women’s clubs, men’s ser- 
vice clubs and labor unions. 


Through the officers and staffs of 
these all-pervading agencies, the pres- 
ent generation of citizens of the United 
States has been conditioned to give up 
the sovereignty (meaning national in- 
dependence) of their Country and aban- 
don the American ideal of greater in- 
dividual freedom and superior living 
here, in order to unite the world in a 
superstate and establish a world-wide 
sovereign authority. 


VIL. 


Before the first World War, interna- 
tionalists in the United States had or- 
ganized “The League to Enforce Peace,” 
with Carnegie as good angel, Elihu Root, 
Nicholas Murray Butler and William 
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Howard Taft as big names, and Theo. 
dore Marburg and E. Mandell House as 
strategists. 


These men instigated President Wood- 
row Wilson to seek a balance of power 
between contestants in the war which 
would enable the United States to force 
both sides into a League with almost 
unlimited authority. Wilson succeeded 
only in bleeding his own nation, under- 
writing new injustices and involving the 
United States in controversies and ri- 
valries all over the world. Because of 
objections by a patriotic Senate, Wilson 
lost the United States from the League 
of Nations scheme. This alienated his 
alter ego, E. Mandell House. 


A period of reaction against Interna- 
tionalism swept over the United States. 


VII. 


By this time, Jews in all parts of the 
world were beginning to use Marxism, a 
Jewish creation from the beginning, for 
building an international authority. 


The interest of Jewish traders and 
bankers in Internationalism has been a 
natural growth out of their role of work- 
ing across national boundaries since the 
dispersion of 70 A.D. Wealthy and poor 
Jews alike therefore opposed National- 
ism. 


Wealthy, aristocratic and intellectual 
Jews liked to think of themselves as li- 
berals. In proletarian Jews, the spirit 
of the rebel was strong. No serious his- 
torian may ignore the disproportionate 
roles played by men of this race in In- 
ternationalism and Marxist activism of 
both the Western and Moscow branches. 


To go back a bit: While World War 
I progressed, the Jewish bankers to 
whom Wilson was indebted, demanded 
that the Czar’s regime, although our 
war ally, be not permitted to survive. 
Jews hated the Russian monarchy be- 
cause of its refusal to allow Marxist 
Russian Jews who had obtained Amer- 
ican citizenship to return. 


Warburg and other Jewish bankers 
who maintained contact with Trotsky 
here, dispatched him to Switzerland (un- 
der Wilson’s protection) bearing large 
drafts on a Norwegian bank and other 
funds. Their connections in Germany 
arranged with the Kaiser for transpor- 
tation of Lenin (whom Trotsky joined 
in Switzerland, with the funds), across 
Germany in a sealed car. Lenin entered 
Russia and sparked the Bolshevik Re- 
volution of 1917 against both Kerensky 
and the Czar. 


E. Mandell House, who said he was 
educated by “Uncle Mandell” — prob- 
ably a member of the Rothschild fam- 
ily, advised President Wilson to please 
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all Jews by appointing radical Louis B. 
Brandeis to his Cabinet. Wilson instead 
made Brandeis Supreme Court Justice. 
Brandeis and Frankfurter had shown 
like thinking by heroizing the Marxist 
“martyrs” Sacco and Vanzetti. 


Colonel House published in 1912 
(keeping it anonymous until 1920) his 
book Philip Dru: Administrator. This 
outlined in fictional form, planned 
changes to come under the slogans “New 
Deal” and “Social Welfare.” The Col- 
onel brought a number of Jews of the 
South into government administration 


during the first World War. 


In a One World government a small 
coterie of monopolists and bankers, par- 
ticularly including the big Jewish hous- 
es, would be the active managers of 
world industry, commerce and finance. 
World socialism holds no fears for 
them. They would be its commissars, 
provided their forces had steered the 
movement to victory (so they reckon- 
ed). It would then be possible to estab- 
lish one wage, one market and one price 
— the aim of world economists and 
world exploiters. 


IX. 


In the nineteen thirties and forties 
political and community organizations 
of Jews increased in vigor, numbers, 
wealth and power as a reaction to Naz- 
ism in Germany where their power had 
been temporarily broken. 


Liberal internationalists, often out- 
right Marxists and Communist sympa- 
thizers, pushed to the headships of these 
Jewish organizations and used _ their 
members to belittle, oppose, defame and 
commercially boycott conservative na- 
tionalists. In the opinion-making pro- 
fessions of press and radio and the ad- 
vertising field (which supports, and if 
it wishes, controls press and radio), 
Jews were so prominent and numerous 
that it was suicide to risk offending 
members of the race. 


A clever and enormously well-heeled 
public relations campaign made “anti- 
Semitism” and “race bigotry” (for all 
except Jews) the “worst of social 
crimes.” Jewish pressure outfits made 
full use of this lever. Protestant and 
Catholic groups, labor unions, academic 
and professional groups, press, radio, 
stage and pulpit, women’s and service 
clubs, and political parties, accepted 
and acted upon the smears and accusa- 
tions originated by Communist agents 
and transmitted by professional Jewish 
propagandists of the Tolerance, Fair 
Practices and Anti-Defamation organi- 
zations. Politicians understood what 
went on but few would imperil their 
careers to expose or oppose it. 





Marxists, calling themselves “liber- 
als,” thus achieved almost complete con- 
trol over opinion in western nations, 
particularly in the United States. 


Protesters were driven from radio 
and press by White House pressure and 
boycotts organized by Jewish, Red Ne- 
gro and Red Labor agitators. 


X. 


The Great Depression (1930-34), 
produced largely by international bank- 
ers, “conditioned” Americans to that as- 
pect of Marxism known as Statism. 
Franklin Roosevelt, opposed by Al 
Smith and conservatives in his Party, 
supported by radicals and the Jewish 
power, flew from the Chicago conven- 
tion which nominated him to sit at the 
feet of E. Mandell House in Massachu- 
setts. House was later quoted by his 
disciple, Bernard Baruch, as having 
opined that Roosevelt would make an 
even more suitable leader for the Amer- 
ican Revolution than had Woodrow Wil- 
son. 


In 1924 young Socialists held a se- 
cret conclave in Washington, D.C., un- 
der chairmanship of Senator Robert La- 
Follette, Senior, and planned a “New 
Deal.” Among attendees who were to 
become government executives after 
1932 were Paul S. Porter, Thurman 





Arnold and Henry Wallace. Felix 
Frankfurter was dialectician. Reports 
say Laski of Britain was back stage. 
The conclave resolved to bore into the 
Republican Party and take or break it 
after the example of British Fabians 
with the Liberal Party. With the coming 
of the depression and Roosevelt, social- 
ist strategists shifted to the Democratic 
Party. 


E. Mandell House published an ar- 
ticle in Liberty Magazine (January 7, 
1933) entitled “Does America Need a 
Dictator? A warning to Selfish Wealth 
and Narrow-Minded Politician’s Capi- 
talistic Civilization.” Frankfurter, 
House and Baruch helped Roosevelt 
man his brain trust. Marxists and inter- 
nationalists made and executed policies. 
A servile Congress okayed everything. 


Internationalists, Jewish organiza- 
tions and Marxists made Roosevelt un- 
derstand that Hitler must be eliminated. 
Japan was likewise to be removed as a 


possible threat to the U.S.S.R. With 
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only two equally balanced great powers 
in the world, a small coterie able to tip 
the scales, could be master of all. Roos- 
evelt carried out their wishes, making 
United Front with the Communist Party 
of America in domestic politics and 
with Stalin in foreign and war matters. 


XI. 


Roosevelt and Truman gave the bene- 
fits of the war to Russia through the 
Tehran, Yalta and Potsdam betrayals 
and the Marshall-Lattimore saddling of 
Reds on China. 


As instructed by higher command, 
General Eisenhower pulled back Amer- 
ican armies to let Russians occupy West 
Germany, an isolated Berlin and part of 
Austria. George Catlin Marshall, a po- 
litical general, commanded the Ameri- 
can “Retreat from Victory,” turning all 
left-over and captured arms in Asia and 
most of those in Europe to the Reds. 


XII. 


The United States State Department, 
under Roosevelt and Truman, played 
politics harmful to the interests of its 
own nation and people, compromised 
independence, brought on bankruptcy 
of the national Treasury and used the 
armed forces of the United States as 
its tool — contrary to the intent of the 
founders of our government. 


As a result the Korean War was 
brought on, and MacArthur, the Na- 
tion’s most trusted military command- 
er was cashiered. For the first time the 
United States had to settle a war with- 
out victory — and to Asiatic enemies 
scarcely out of the ox-power age at that! 


Red China became the Number Two 
Communist power and quickly proved 
her position through the Red Indo-Chi- 
nese victory and treaty. Our allies con- 
tinue to trade with the Reds, exchange 
embassies with China, and want her in 
the United Nations, while our State De- 
partment protects Chiang Kai-shek, 
whom it formerly ruined. 


XII. 


Internationalist forces in American 
politics picked General Eisenhower to 
carry on from the White House. He 
flew from his nominating convention 
directly to Baruch as Roosevelt had 
done to E. Mandell House. 





Red China makes passes at attacking 
Formosa, despite our naval barricade. 
Moscow promises success. Pentagon 
spokesmen tell Americans that Russia 
has 100 submarines in those waters — 
enough to provide a bigger Pearl Har- 
bor! We are told that Russia is out-do- 
ing us in air and catching up in bombs. 
Americans themselves can no longer 
distinguish between war scare contin- 
ually put out by their own government 
and actual threat. 


Eisenhower’s pre-election job, the 
European Defense Community, has been 
brought to naught by French weakness 


and Marxist infiltration. West German 
politicians are thinking of some deal 
with Russia that would put a united 
Germany back in its position of arbiter 
of Western Europe, as was the case be- 
9 Americans interfered against Hit- 
er. 

SUMMATION: Never in history, has 
any policy costing so much blood and 
money failed so fast and completely as 
has the past half century’s Internation- 
alism. It is high time, not merely for 
reappraisal, but for saving our own 
with an enlightened Nationalism. 
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OVERNOR WILLIAM BRADFORD 

of the Massachusetts Colony was the 
founder of the Thanksgiving festival. As 
early as 1621 he called together the 
early settlers at Plymouth for the pur- 
pose of offering thanks for the preser- 
vation of their lives, food to sustain 
them, and clothing for their bodies. 


A man of strong religious convictions, 
Bradford continued to call, periodi- 
cally, seasons of thanksgiving. One of 
his earliest written manuscripts was en- 
titled, “God’s Merciful Dealings with 
us in the Wilderness.” Abraham Lin- 
coln’s first American ancestor, Samuel 
Lincoln, had come to this very wilder- 
ness in 1637 and settled not far. from 
Plymouth. He undoubtedly participated 
in these early Thanksgiving festivals. 


During the Revolutionary War Con- 
gress recommended days of fasting and 
prayer. At its conclusion President 
Washington issued a proclamation nam- 
ing Thursday, November 26, as a day 
for the citizens of the new nation to 
thank God for a constitutional form of 
government and the blessings which ac- 
companied it. 


It was not until 1815 that the festival 
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was again revived on a national scale 
when President Madison urged the peo- 
ple to offer thanks on a day set apart 
by proclamation. For nearly half a cen- 
tury there were no more proclamations, 
although governors of many states, at 
intervals, designated certain days for 
the annual observance. 


With these words, Abraham Lincoln, 
on October 3, 1863 proclaimed the first 
national annual Thanksgiving Day as 
now observed: “I do, therefore invite 
my fellow citizens ... to set apart and 
observe the last Thursday of November 
next as a day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficient Father, who dwelleth 
in the Heavens.” 





LATO, looking through the dim 

spectacles of Nature, gave thanks 
unto God for three things: First, That 
God created him a man, and not a beast; 
Secondly, That he was born a Grecian, 
and not a barbarian; Thirdly, That not 
only so, but a philosopher also. 

But Christians, who are better bred 
and taught, turn the stream of their 
thanks into another manner of channel: 
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First, That God hath created them after 
His own image; Secondly, That He hath 
called them out of the common crowd 
of this world, and made them Chris- 
tians; Thirdly, and more especially, 
That amongst those that bear the name 
of Christ, He hath made them faithful 
ones; like a few quick-sighted men 
amongst a company of blind ones; like 
the light in Goshen, when all Egypt 
was dark besides; or like Gideon’s 
fleece, only watered with the dew of 
heaven, whilst the rest of the earth was 
dry, and destitute of His favor. Great 
cause of thankfulness indeed!

Fully aware of the fact that much is 
to be desired in the way of social and 
economic readjustment, yet we can sleep 
without the fear of being awakened by 
the siren alarm announcing an air raid. 
It has been different in other years. 


The last war, the one in Korea, tore 
out many hearts and left memories of 
suffering and sorrow that will never be 
effaced. War always leaves broken 
hearts and broken bodies. Because of 
the Communist menace, the present 
world peace structure is shaky, but we 
ean be thankful that the situation is 
more tranquil now than in other years. 


We toil as usual every day and some- 
times the task is hard, but we need no 
gas mask strapped to our shoulder. If 
we could eliminate selfishness and greed, 





this indeed would be a happier land, 
but we may be grateful that the Govern- 
ment is not bartering the blood of our 
finest manhood for national aggrandize- 
ment and conquest. 


(2) We can be thankful today be- 
cause we live in a land of Privi- 
lege. 








It is true that some of our institutions 
have been threatened with subversivism, 
during recent years, but on the whole 
the civil rights which the founding fath- 
ers gave us remain secure. We are free 
to express ourselves without fear of a 
concentration camp. 


We can disagree in creed and still 
present a united front against any at- 
tempt to prevent any man from worship- 
ping God, according to the dictates of 
his own conscience. 


We can indict the intrigue of a class 
or race within Columbia’s gates, and 
still not wish to submit them’ to a firing 
squad. We need no food card to permit 
the purchase of food for our families. 


Usurpers have not taken our children 
to a commune and denied us the privi- 
lege of raising them in the sanctity of 
our homes. This is still, thank God, in 
spite of threatening philosophies, the 
“land of the free!” The Constitution of 
the United States, drawn by men who 
asked for the guidance of Almighty God 
in its preparation, is still our guarantee

The vast coal reserves of Pennsylvan- 
ia, Kentucky and the Virginias, have 
only been scratched by man. Iron in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin waits to serve 
generations unborn. Herds that out- 
number “the cattle on a thousand hills” 
roam the plains of Wyoming, Nevada, 
Oklahoma and Texas. The mills of New 
England eagerly welcome cotton from 
Tennessee, Alabama, Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana, Georgia, and Mississippi and the 
looms of the Carolinas are hungry for 
wool that will come from Montana’s 
and Idaho’s sheep.

It is referred to in the language of the 
layman as the seventh nerve, and tele- 
phones to the brain at the approaching 
of a foreign particle, and the brain 
snaps back the order at a speed that 
makes laughable the swiftness of light, 
or the dispatch with which the human 
voice is transmitted by radio. The mes- 
sage is received, the eyelid winks, and 
the particle of foreign matter is warded 
off. You are saved from inconvenience 
and suffering. That happens many times 
a minute, every hour of the day, and 
you do not even realize it is taking 
place. 


The wonders of the human body are 
beyond comprehension. Your hand is 
an implement that all the inventive gen-

Of the multitudinous gifts from a 
Father, who knows how to give good 
gifts to His children, one stands alone 
in transcending grandeur; in fact, it is 
the fountainhead from whence cometh 
_ good thing — it is the gift of Par- 

on. 


Even though my finite mind could 
not conceive how, through the blood 
shed on Calvary, a just and holy God 
could forgive a guilty sinner without 
compromising His justice and holiness, 
yet I had but to cry in my blindness, as 
did poor Bartimaeus, and the miracle 
working Son of God removed the scales 
from my eyes. And you my friend, if 
you will reach out even in the timidity 
of unworthiness and touch the hem of 
His garment in faith, you will become 
conscious of sins forgiven, complete 
pardon. 


Pardon assures position. The sinner, 
transformed by grace, receives a new 
nature which certifies for him eternal 
membership in the spiritual kingdom. 
John says in his Gospel that he who 





enjoys pardon is granted sonship. “But 
as many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name.” 


Paul speaks of “heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Christ.” He also describ- 
es the life of the believer as being “hid 
with Christ in God.” 


(6) We can all be thankful today be- 
cause as children of God we 
have Promise for the future. 











“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him.” 


I stood on the shore of Lake Huron 
and watched the Sun as it retired in the 
western sky, draw about it the draper- 
ies of crimson and gold, and fill the at- 
mospheric heavens with myriad match- 
less colors so beautiful that I was awed, 
speechless, in the presence of its gran- 
deur. Nothing I said could ever surpass 
this, but then I remembered that God 
said, “Eye hath not seen ...” 


I listened to a great symphony, and 
my soul was thrilled by the harmonies 
which were written by the hand of the 
Infinite, for all music originated in 
Heaven (man only discovered it) and 
I said surely the ear of man is not built 
to appreciate anything more beautiful 
than this, but then I remembered that 
God said, “Ear hath not heard ...” 


I stood alone in the presence of a 
giant Sequoia in the high Sierras of 
California, a monarch of the forest that 
had been more than a sapling when 
Moses was a boy, and was a mighty tree 
when our Lord walked this earth. I 
closed my eyes, in its presence, and I 
could see in a panorama all the vastness 
of the mountains, the grandeur of the 
forests, and could hear the babbling of 
mountain streams and feel the hush of 
the mighty valleys. This was a combin- 
ation of magnificence made possible by 
the imagination of the heart, but even in 
the sublimity of this moment, I remem- 
bered that God said, “... neither have 
entered into the heart of man ...” 
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John on the Island of Patmos, tried 
to tell us something about the things 
“which God hath prepared for them 
that love him,” and the only way he 
could describe what his eyes beheld, 
was to talk- about the most beautiful 
things he had ever seen on earth, “... 
gates of pearl, walls of jasper, streets 
of gold, foundations of sapphire, emer- 
ald, and amethyst.” If this language is 
only a figurative shadow, and I believe 
it is, who can conceive the meaning of 
the substance back of it? 


We stand by the grave of a loved one. 
The wind may blow and the sky may 
be black, and our hearts may ache with 
pain of parting, but with the great 
Apostle we can say, “we sorrow not as 
those who have no hope.” 


Disease comes and settles upon one 
we love and leaves him with a withered 
limb or blind eyes, or a broken body, 
and our hearts bleed and we would glad- 
ly take the affliction and give them our 
health, but in the midst of this sorrow 
worse than death, we look through our 
tears to yon eastern sky and see God’s 
morning already dawning. The arrows 
of light from the bow of eternity are 
already piercing the darkness, and we 
remember the promise that when the 
Lord appears we shall be like Him. 


Withered arms will be made whole, 
blind eyes will see, the lame shall walk, 
yea and even the mind that has tottered 
and fallen from its throne, will be 
touched again with the illuminating 
finger of God’s Grace. These, my belov- 
ed, are but a few of the promises that 
are for “... them that love him.” 


(7) We can all be thankful today be- 
cause as children of God we 
have divine Protection. 











Peace, Privilege, Plenty, Provision, 
Pardon, Position, Promise, and to these 
He adds Protection. Someone has said 
that God did not promise His children 
a smooth voyage but He has promised 
them a safe landing. 


When I preached in the Southland 
I heard Negro Christians singing a spir- 
itual, which is my favorite of all their 
beautiful songs, “In the Hollow of His 
Hand, I Know My Lord Will Keep Me.” 
Adversity may come, but if you are 
God’s child, you are safe in the hollow 
of His hand. 


We cannot get beyond the circle of 
His love, and in these days of adversity 
and uncertainty, though at times we be 
tangled in a labyrinth of bewilderment, 
let us remember that we are sons of God, 





joint heirs with Jesus Christ, and that. 
the protection of Heaven is our heritage. 
“A thousand shall fall at thy side, and 
ten thousand at thy right hand; but it 
shall not come nigh thee.” 


That is my verse, and it is your verse. 
It reiterates again God’s countless prom- 
ises of protection. What fear need any 
man have, who has the promise of the 
Son of God Himself, that “... he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die.” 


At this Thanksgiving season of 1954, 
I humbly thank God for Peace, Privi- 
lege, Plenty, Provision, Pardon, Posi- 
tion, Promise and Protection! Will you 
now join me in repeating the words of 
the Psalmist: “The earth is full of the 
goodness of the Lord.”

Ficst COUNCILS of the early 
Church which met between the 
years 314 and 1425 A.D. proclaimed to 
Christians the obligation of paying 
tithes.

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“Then Lot chose him all the plain of 
Jordan.” Genesis 13:11. 








(THERE ARE THREE big factors in 
the making of a man — heredity, en- 
vironment and choice. All are mighty 
fashioning fixing forces, but choice is 
the greatest. The law of choice is inexor- 
able; you can no more change it than 
you can change the sun in its course. 


There are some things vou can evade, 
treat with indifference, be neutral on, 
but when it comes to a matter of choice 
there is no middle ground. A choice is 
a momentous thing, for a choice results 
in an action, an action in a habit, a hab- 
it in a character, and character deter- 
mines destiny. We sink or soar accord- 
ing to the choices we make. I invite at- 
tention to three things about Lot’s 
choice. 


First, it was an inconsiderate choice. 





I mean to say it was made too hastily, 
with not enough deliberation — and 
that could be said of many a choice 
made since then. Jesus said, if you are 
going to make an important decision 
first sit down and count the cost or, in 
other words, consider the end from the 
beginning. 


For just as the oak is in the acorn, 
the fire in the match, the sin in the 
thought, the harvest in the seed. just so 
the end is inherent in the beginning. 
Guard the beginning and the end will 
have no dread. 


There is on record many a dishonest 
transaction, defeated candidate, miser- 
able divorce case, untimely death and 
financial failure that never would have 
soiled the pages of history had the per- 
sons involved heeded the teaching of 
Christ. Sit down and count the cost! 


There are people in the prisons in the 
United States from city councils, count- 
ing houses, judicial benches, pulpits and 
bars, and other walks of life, who would 
not be there had they counted the cost. 
There are multitudes on the broad road 
that leads to everlasting banishment 














from God who would not be there if 
they had counted the cost. 


The second thing about Lot’s choice 
is that it was expensive. 








It cost Lot three things to make this 
choice. First, it cost him the loss of suc- 
cess. True success does not consist in 
having a high rating on the stock mar- 
ket, a large tax roll, a seat in Congress, 
a big bank account, being the president 
of a university or marrying your chil- 
dren into families of wealth. This may 
be the world’s idea of success but it is a 
vulgar idea. Genuine success does not 
consist in what we have but rather in 
what we are, and must be viewed in the 
light of another world. 


We are made for two worlds and un- 
less we live for both, we live in vain. 
The man who does not include two 
worlds commits suicide in both. A one- 
world man is an inevitable failure. 


Society is shot through and through 
with this material miasma. The people 
at the foot of Mount Sinai had nothing 
on modern America in bowing down to 
the golden calf. Americans scorn the 
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Hindu for worshipping the sacred cow, 
but is it any worse to worship a cow 
than a calf? With too many people, 
ideals mean little, while deals are eve- 
rything. 


The next thing it cost Lot to make this 
choice was the loss of the companion- 
ship of good people. He was no longer 
with godly Abraham. A choice that 
takes one away from good people is a 
foolish choice. A godly companion is 
worth more than treasures. Moses con- 
sidered it so, and chose rather to suffer 
affliction with his people than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin. 


I would have you note that Moses 
made this choice by faith. Most people 
live by sense and sense always prefers 
the present to the future. This is why 
some people would rather have a saxa- 
phone now, bought on the installment 
plan, than a harp of gold later. 


Every person is made in some mea- 
sure by the things outside of himself. 
The company you keep, the books you 
read and the pictures you see! The com- 
pany you keep is not an indifferent 
thing. There is salvation, damnation or 
ruination in the contacts you make. 
Steer clear of that foul-mouthed, swear- 
ing, whisky-drinking, church-absenting, 
Christ-rejecting person. 


Books come next to human beings in 
molding character, for they are in a 
very real sense the impersonation of 
their authors. Books are living things; 
they have heads, hearts and arteries 
through which courses moral and in- 
tellectual blood. 


It is difficult to tell at the present time 
which is breeding the most crime, the 
silver screen or the fiction press. If you 
would be more careful about the pic- 
tures you see, the books you read, and 
the company you cultivate, you would 
not find it so difficult to keep yourself 
sweet and clean and on the narrow way. 


The final thing it cost Lot to make 
this choice was the loss of family and 
property. His possessions were destroy- 
ed by fire. His wife, because of her 
covetous backward turn, became an en- 
crusted pillar of salt. Two of his daugh- 
ters were destroyed by the explosion 
and two others live in history to com- 
memorate their shame. 


Lot’s choice was based on covetous- 
ness. For the sake of earthly posses- 
sions, he moved his family into a moral 
desert. It was a good place to raise cat- 
tle but a poor place to raise children. 


It might have been different with 
Lot’s family had he made a different 
choice, and the same can be said regard- 
ing many families today. Had the father 
chosen Christ, been converted and led 
the way into church while the kiddies 
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were in their immature and formative 
period, juvenile delinquency might not 
have polluted the family circle. 


The third characteristic of Lot’s 
choice was that it was a selfish 
choice. 








Lot’s choice was based upon present 
interest. The present is very attractive. 
It was to Demas. He forsook his Lord 
for his love of this present world. It 
was to Esau. He sold his birthright for 
a mess of pottage. It was to the young 
ruler. He was offered eternal treasures 
but chose temporary prosperity. 


You can try to talk to certain types 
of young people on serious subjects and 
they will say by their actions if not ac- 
tual words: “Give me a good time now, 
picnic me now, dine me now, wine me 
now, and I will let you worry about the 
future. I am not interested in anything 
so remote as heaven.” The majority of 
people can only see the things nearby. 
This is the result the Fall of Man had 
on us. It left us nearsighted. The world 
is suffering from eye trouble from low 
visibility. 

We often hear the current phrase, “I 
see by the morning paper ...” The 
morning paper is the only eyes some 
people possess. When they look, what 
do they see? They see a catalog of 
crimes spread all over the front page. 
Whatever breaks the ten commandments 
makes news. I hope for a time to come 
when editors will spread men’s virtues 
on the front page as readily as they do 
men’s vices. 


x -* * 
THE WORLD is fast going blind. We 


need a vision. A vision we must have, 
or break on the rock of materialism and 
infidelity. 


Oh God, give us a vision. Give that 
money-mad crowd a vision — that stu- 
pid, worried, haggard crowd, burning 
up with a lust for gold, like swine wal- 
lowing in the filth of fleshly desires, 
shackled to material levels, with God, 
prayer and the church crowded out of 
their thinking and living. 


Oh God, give that pleasure-seeking 
crowd a vision. That crowd, more wor- 
ried about personal popularity than 
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their sins; more concerned about their 
standing in society than their standing 
before God; more concerned about the 
latest fad than the plan of redemption; 
who think more of a novel than the 


Bible. 


Oh God, give that unsanctified crowd 
a vision. As Thou didst turn the light 
of Thy holiness in upon Isaiah’s deprav- 
ity until he cried out, “Woe is me! for 
I am undone; because I am a man of 
unclean lips,” so turn it upon multitud- 
es of professed Christians today until 
they confess their need of a clean heart. 


Oh God, give thy ministering servants 
a vision. Make us faithful watchmen 
and soul winners in this sin-captured, 
sin-enslaved world. Help us to rebuke 
folly, unmask hypocrisy, and drive car- 
nality into a corner. Give us the vision 
of an Ezekiel, the fire of an Isaiah, the 
courage of a John the Baptist, and the 
passion of our Lord. Save us from soft 
sentimental preaching. Help us to take 
off both gloves as did our fathers, and 
strike sin sledge-hammer blows whether 
in the church or out of the church. So 
unctionize us that people will go out 
from under our ministry feeling they 
have listened to men sent of God. 


In conclusion I set before you the 
hilltop country, or the well-watered 
plains of Jordan. Which will you 
choose? Lot made the wrong choice. 


Oh God, give us a vision. Give it to us 
quickly. Bring us back to things of val- 
ue. Lift us up above the plains. Help us 
to climb until we get above the fog and 
clouds of materialism, until the scales 
drop off our eyes, until coldness melts 
out of our hearts, until we are more 
hungry for God than fame, ease, honor, 
_— or anything the world has to of- 

er.

To the mortgager it is a release; to 
the traveler it is eagles’ wings; to the 
student it is wisdom; to the returning 
prodigal it is a feast; to the politician 
it is election; to the preacher it is a 
message; to the prophet it is vision; to 
the priest it is incense; to the imperial 
it is a kingdom; to the lawyer it is just- 
ification;

A REVIEW OF 
REV. CAREY L. DANIEL’S 
NEW BOOK 








(THERE IS an interesting story behind 
Rev. Carey L. Daniel’s decision to 
write the book under consideration in 
this review.

The man is de- 
scribed as having manifested “an air 
of triumph.” 


“From that day until this,” says Mr. 
Daniel, “we have been collecting ma- 
terial and attempting to reconcile al- 
leged contradictions in God’s Word ... 
We have written this book on the prem- 
ise that an ounce of Scripture is worth 
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a pound of conjecture. Instead of try- 
ing to reason out solutions to these prob- 
lems, we have simply focused the light 
of relevant Scripture upon them, and 
have been delighted to find how natur- 
ally and easily they explain themselves.” 


What critics call discrepancies fre- 
quently turn out to be paradoxes. In- 
spiration uses this method (of listing 
seeming contradictions) as a means for 
teaching great spiritual truths. Thus Je- 
sus said: “He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life for 
my sake shall find it.” 


The apostle Paul portrays Christ’s 
followers “as deceivers, and yet true; 
as unknown, and yet well known; as 
dying, and, behold, we live; as sorrow- 
ful, yet alway rejoicing; as poor, yet 
making many rich; as having nothing, 
and yet possessing all things.” 


Mr. Daniel wastes no time getting 
down to business, coming to grips with 
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the Bible’s enemies, recording attacks 
and pointing up the answers. There is 
no dodging, hedging or compromising. 
When the critic launches a frontal at- 
tack, the book meets him head on! 


A vast amount of research is reflect. 
ed in these pages. Some of Mr. Daniel’s 
answers and solutions are truly amaz- 
ing, both new and convincing. A total 
of 101 paradoxes are harmonized. 

















THREE BOOKS IN ONE 


The reader is actually presented with 
three books, rolled into a single volume. 


Part One deals with alleged discrep- 
ancies in matters pertaining to Doctrine. 
Part Two, alleged discrepancies as re- 
lated to Biblical History. Part Three, al- 
leged discrepancies as to teachings on 
Prophecy. Fifty-seven seeming contra- 
dictions are reconciled under Doctrine;

“Have we not all one father? hath 
not one God created us?” (Malachi 
2:10) 


“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe on 
his name: Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God.” (John 
1:12-13) 


Mr. Daniel says: 


“Is God the Father of all men or only 
of those that believe in Christ? That de- 
pends entirely on whether we are dis- 
cussing His creative Fatherhood or His 
regenerative Fatherhood. In a general 
sense, of course, He is indirectly the 
Father of every living creature. All men 
are brothers, in this respect, not only 
to one another but also to tadpoles, 
prairie dogs and Texas rabbits. If, there- 
fore, we are to preach the ‘Universal 
fatherhood of God,’ let us not confine 
it to the human race. 


“But the only ‘brotherhood of man’ 
taught in the Scriptures is that of the 
household of faith, the ‘Blood-bought 
Band.’ Admission into this heavenly 
family is only by the spiritual rebirth, 
which is made possible to every be- 
liever in Christ by His travailing pangs 
on the Cross (Isaiah 53:11). This broth- 
erhood enjoys the most intimate and 
enduring fellowship known among men, 
and the ties that bind its members to one 
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another are stronger than the ties of 
blood-relationship. Those outside this 
holy union are alienated from the life 
of God’ (Ephesians 4:18) and are by 
nature ‘the children of wrath’.” (Ephe- 
sians 2:3) 


Page 106. Christ Crucified at the 
Third or Sixth Hour. 


“And it was the third hour, and they 
crucified him.” (Mark 15:25) 


“And it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth hour ... 
Then delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified ...” (John 19:14- 
16) : 


Mr. Daniel says: 


“Two facts account for this supposed 
discrepancy. First, Mark is reckoning 
according to Jewish time and John ac- 
cording to Roman time.

KNOWING GOD 





AN HAS BEEN correctly described 

as being incurably religious. He 
yearns for companionship with his 
Maker. He possesses a worshipful na- 
ture. The greatest attainment in life is 
to come to know God experientially. 


Although a man may live in heathen 
lands and be denied the light of Christ’s 
Gospel, still his heart cries for God. 
One of the most tragic verses in the 
Bible is found in the book of Romans 
— the first chapter, and the twenty-first 
verse. This passage explains the origin 
of heathenism. 

It shows that there was a time when 
men knew God. They saw Him revealed 
in nature. They knew the language of 
the stars. They saw the handiwork of 
God in the heavens. They possessed an 
inner light, a knowledge of right and 
wrong, called conscience. 


Then in the unrecorded past this light 
was extinguished. Men turned away 
from God. They violated the divine will. 
They lost the sense of inner illumina- 
tion that comes through divine revela- 
tion. 

“Because that, when they knew God, 
(that is, the ancestors of what is now 
the heathen world) they glorified him 
not as God, neither were thankful; but 
became vain in their imaginations, and 
their foolish heart was darkened. And 
changed the glory of the uncorruptible 
God into an image made like to corrupt- 
ible man, and to birds, and fourfooted 
beasts, and creeping things.” 

This explains the origin of idol wor- 
ship. It explains why animals are wor- 
shipped in heathen lands, why the cow 
is regarded as a sacred creature in In- 
dia. The present state of the heathen 
world is a result of the inescapable law 
of heredity. But even in their present 
condition, alienated from God, human 
beings living in heathen lands still give 
expression to the worshipful instinct. 


Incidentally, God has a substantial 
investment in man. He sent His Son into 
the world to redeem him. David medi- 
tated upon the fact of divine majesty. 
He contemplated the bigness of God 
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and the smallness of man, and exclaim- 
ed: “When I consider thy heavens, the 
work of thy fingers, the moon and the 
stars, which thou hast ordained: What 
is man, that thou art mindful of him? 
and the son of man, that thou visitest 
him?” 

David was both a musician and a pro- 
phet. He knew that the God of the uni- 
verse would eventually enshrine Him- 
self in a human body. He knew that 
God would some day reveal Himself on 
this planet in the person of Jesus Christ. 

A disciple said to the Christ: “Show 
us the Father.” This was an honest re- 
quest, made from a sincere heart. The 
disciples were grappling with the heav- 
iest, most profound thought that can 
challenge the mind of man, namely, the 
fact of God. Jesus answered with the 
sublime statement that: “He that hath 
seen me hath seen the Father.” 

Jesus offers the best means known to 
man for thinking about God. He is the 
only God men may ever expect to know 
in human form. He was more than a 
teacher about God. He actually reveal- 
ed God. He is therefore the paradox, 
the astonishment of history. 

Marvel of marvels, that frail human 
beings may come to know Almighty 
God through the person of the Lord 
Jesus Christ!

HE DESTRUCTION of the Mc- 

Carthy investigating Committee was 
the first item on the agenda of the Com- 
munist Party for the present year. With 
the aid of certain Senators and the 
White House palace guard, it has suc- 
ceeded remarkably well. The Commit- 
tee has been held at a standstill since 
February. 


The Senate will be called into session 
November 8th to consider the recom- 
mendation of a special investigating 
Committee, headed by Senator Watkins 
of Utah, that Senator McCarthy be cen- 
sured on two counts. 


Flanders, Morse, Symington and Ful- 
bright brought 46 charges against the. 
Senator, but they proved to be so ab- 
surd that even the biased Watkins group 
threw out all but two. Without White 
House pressure, the entire proposal 
would have been dropped. 


The effect of the campaign against 
Senator McCarthy and his Committee 
has been to encourage the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States. The 
unit that has done most to save our 
Country from the Red scourge has been 
reduced to impotence. The. tragic con- 
sequence of this action was noted in 
something that came to light at Wash- 
ington one day last month ... 


Herman E. Thomas, an undercover 
agent of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, testified under oath, giving the 
names of 210 Communists who had 
been assigned by the Party to penetrate 
the steel industry of eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. He stated that Red leaders con- 
sider steel companies the primary tar- 
get for infiltration as far as industrial 
organizations are concerned. In the 
event of war with Russia, steel would 
be the first sabotaged. 


Senator McCarthy had arranged to 





hear Thomas several months ago but 
was prevented from doing so by attacks 
launched against him on the Senate 
floor and elsewhere. During this time, 
the Communist power continued gather- 
ing strength in the steel industry. There 
is a question now if the Thomas list 
can be considered complete. It is feared 
that the Red underground has made 
a great many new recruits. 


Fortunately, Senator Welker, chair- 
man of a subcommittee of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee, learned 
what was happening and decided to 
conduct a special hearing to get a Gov- 
ernment record of the facts. It was un- 
der these circumstances that Thomas’ 
breath-taking disclosures were made. 
The steel companies now have sworn 
testimony on which to proceed in weed- 
ing out at least 210 potential saboteurs 
now on their payrolls. 


Senator Welker has rendered the 
Country a great service, but the circum- 
stances that made it necessary are ap- 
palling. This is but one operation that 
the McCarthy Committee should have 
been free to handle. Many others have 
been allowed to pass by the board — 
greatly to the comfort of Red conspira- 
tors who mortally fear and hate Mc- 
Carthy. 
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The resourcefulness of his enemies 
warrants admiration. They have hit him 
with a series of attacks that reflect plan- 
ning by expert strategists. The failure 
of one effort has only been the signal 
for a new diversion. 


Talented staff members, working for 
the Committee, have been forced to re- 
sign. Replacements have been blocked 
by minority members McClellan, Sym- 
ington and Jackson. All manner of 
schemes and tricks are being used to 
keep Senator McCarthy’s hands tied. 


New Deal Senators (not to be con- 
fused with real Democrats) have spe- 
cial reasons for not wanting Commu- 
nists, operating at top levels, exposed. 
They know that their group was respon- 
sible for filling Government positions 
with traitors. 


Truman, for instance, was presented 
with proof that a spy ring existed in 
Washington with Alger Hiss and other 
New Dealers as members, but he re- 
fused to do anything about it. A por- 
tion of Igor Gouzenko’s exposures dealt 
with this situation and the facts were so 
startling that Prime Minister King per- 
sonally delivered the report to the Pre- 
sident. Truman tabled it. 


Naturally those who share the guilt 
of these activities, resent Senator Mc- 
Carthy. He found enemies planted in 
sensitive areas throughout the Govern- 
ment. He was given a job to do, a dif- 
ficult job, and for the sake of Country 
did not dare shirk the responsibility. 


Senators who now try to cover up for 
the New Deal and Fair Deal adminis- 
trations are as guilty as the original 
perpetrators of the crime. 














When through incessant attacks, Sen- 
ator McCarthy lost his staff director, 
Francis P. Carr, he appointed James 
Juliana to fill the vacancy. McClellan, 
Symington and Jackson immediately 
objected, but refused to give any reason 
for their action. They originally ap- 
proved his employment as a member 
of the staff and had never found reason 
to criticize him. By playing dog in the 
manger they are making it impossible 
for the Committee to again take up the 
task of rooting out Communists. 


Juliana had an impeccable record 
with the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion before coming to the Committee. 
He is an officer veteran of the Navy and 
has had extensive experience investi- 
gating subversives. 


All the Senator could do was an- 
nounce that he would submit Juliana’s 
name to the full subcommittee “at the 
first meeting in November when Con- 
gress reconvenes,” hoping the majority 
will favor the appointment. 
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This is uncertain, however, because 
of the strange behavior of Senator Pot- 
ter, who, although a Republican, sel- 
dom passes an opportunity to stab Mc- 
Carthy in the back. Dirksen and Mundt 
are expected to support Juliana. 


Commenting on this situation, a well 
known newspaper of the middle west 
makes the following editorial observa- 
tion: 

“There is too much buried in the 
Roosevelt and Truman record of attach- 
ment to Communists for McClellan, 
Symington and Jackson to willingly ex- 
pose their friends to detection. It is 
their deliberate intention to keep the 
McCarthy Committee from ever getting 
going again. 

“All of this has relevance to the con- 
eressional election next month. If a 
Democratic majority should recapture 
control of Congress, a Democ ratic 
chairman will replace McCarthy and a 
Democratic majority will rule the Com- 
mittee. And how much investigating of 
Communists could anyone expect 
then?” 


* * * 
A LITTLE reasoning will convince 


one that a strange power is operating 
in the background, capable of control- 
ling the leadership of both political 
parties, with regard to this issue. 


The most complex problem can be 
reduced to simple factors and that is 
the case here. There need be no mis- 
understanding or confusion as to the 
real motivation of the attacks upon 
Senator McCarthy and his Committee. 


Senator Lehman of New York ex- 
plained everything in a series of speech- 
es delivered many months ago. For in- 
stance, June 20, 1953 found him ad- 
dressing the Senate as “I, a Jew,” cas- 
tigating Roy Cohn and David Schine 


(also Jews, serving on the McCarthy 
Committee staff), for having anything 
to do with Senator McCarthy. 


Lehman left no doubt that the full 
force of American Jewry would be 
hurled against the Senator and his pro- 
gram of exposing Communists in Gov- 
ernment. Flanders later echoed the same 
threat when he said from the Senate 
floor: 


“McCarthy, like Hitler, is exploiting 
the issue of Communism. Hitler set his 
nation against the Jews, set up his own 
spy system and was curiously enough 
supported financially by wealthy 
businessmen. Each of these features 
finds its parallel, though it must be 
admitted to a weaker degree, in the 
career of McCarthy. ... Let us place 
within this frame a picture of Mc- 
Carthy as fuehrer.” 


Senator McCarthy’s answer to Leh- 
man’s attacks included a documentary, 
setting forth the latter’s Communist 
attachments, going back many years. 
Among other things, he quoted the fol- 
lowing letter and caused it to be pub- 
lished in the Congressional Record: 


New York, N.Y., August 6, 1948. 

Dear Mr. Hiss: Just a line to tell you 
how much I sympathize with you in the 
difficult position you unfortunately have 
been placed. 

Your statement yesterday before the 
committee was forthright and complete, 
and | hope that your denial will catch up 
with the unfair accusations that have 
been made. You have been very badly 
treated. With kindest personal regards 
and best wishes, | remain, 

Very sincerely yours, 


Herbert H. Lehman. 


The Jews have tried to keep down 
exposures of Communism because of 
its predominantly Jewish complexion. 
The record shows that Senator Mc- 
Carthy has done everything within rea- 


son to avoid offending these people.

RESS AND RADIO have reported 

the strange case of the Red Army 
Captain, Nickolas Hokhloff, whom the 
Kremlin sent to assassinate by use of a 
secret poisoned weapon, a Russian anti- 
communist refugee leader in Frankfurt, 
Germany ... George Okolowitch. 


But persuaded by his Christian wife, 
Yanina, and his own awakened con- 
science, he went to the intended victim, 
showed him the weapon and said: “I 
was chosen by the Kremlin to kill you. 
But I am not carrying out the orders. 
My wife in Moscow told me if I did so, 
she would not want to longer be com- 
panion of a murderer. She is such a 
good woman and I love her so much, 
that I decided not to commit the act.” 


Thereupon, the Army Captain showed 
his intended victim the clever device in- 
vented for use in committing the crime 
which, from visible appearances, re- 
sembled an ordinary cigarette case. 
There was a layer of cigarettes on top, 
above a double bottom in which a tiny, 
noiseless revolver had been_ placed, 
loaded with poisoned bullets. By push- 
ing a small spring, the contraption 
would release bullets ‘capable of killing 
a victim at a distance of ten to fifteen 
yards. 

Instead of returning to Moscow to 
face immediate execution, Hokhloff 
surrendered to American authorities in 
Germany, asking for protection and asy- 
lum in the United States. His request 
was granted. In May of this year he was 
brought here, his every movement cloth- 
ed with great secrecy. 


Finally, he was asked to appear be- 
fore the Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee, of which Senator William E. 
Jenner is the chairman. At this hearing, 





Hokhloff displayed the secret weapon, 
the devilish mechanism, and gave the 
Senators all the facts. 


Upon learning about the arrival of 
this man in Washington, I felt a re- 
sponsibility to offer him spiritual coun- 
sel. I knew that, in all probability, he 
had never seen a Bible. Under those cir- 
cumstances, a copy would be of greater 
value than its weight in rubies and dia- 
monds. 


The Bible has been outlawed in So- 
viet Russia for thirty-five years and the 
Captain is a comparatively young man. 
I therefore knew that unless his Chris- 
tian wife had succeeded in secretly keep- 
ing a copy at great personal risk, he 
most likely had not in his lifetime so 
much as seen the precious Book. 


With these facts in mind, I took from 
stock a Russian Bible of the kind that 
our organization (the Russian Bible So- 
ciety) distributes, wrote in it Bog Yest 
Ljuboff — meaning “God is love” and 
had it delivered to him. At the same 
time I wrote a letter welcoming him to 
America where, for the first time, he 
was finding it possible to breathe free 
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air and live like a normal human being 
instead of a slave. 


I also sent to him at the Senate Build- 
ing a book in English, describing the 
faith in God, cherished by many Amer- 
ican Presidents. There was a question in 
my mind whether he, a Communist edu- 
cated army officer, would even be will- 
ing to accept a Bible. 


Taught in Soviet schools and military 
academies that God did not exist, and 
all through life hearing the Bible scorn- 
ed as a collection of myths and fables, I 
thought he might even tear our Book to 
pieces. For this reason, I decided to in- 
clude the book telling of the faith of 
American Presidents. 


But, “God moves in mysterious ways 
His alii to perform.” 


A few days later, I received from Cap- 
tain Nickolas Hokhloff one of the most 
valued letters ever to reach me in my 
fifty years of Christian ministry. It 
thrilled me to the depths of my soul 
and I want to share its contents with 
readers of The Defender Magazine. A 
translation from the Russian language 
(in which it was written) reads as fol- 
lows: 





Honorable Mr. Malof: 


I am very grateful to you for send- 
ing me The Holy Book. At this time my 
family and I are experiencing most dif- 
ficult times for ourselves. We have from 
nowhere to expect help, but only from 
God and from those who believe in Him. 
The Book you sent me and friendly lines 
helped me very much and are still help- 
ing.

I also beg to tell you that this faith in 
our Lord and surrender to His Will 
saves many Russian people now from 
complete enslavement to Communism. 
This faith caused my wife to make this 
decision. This faith also compelled me 
not to commit murder and to flee West. 


I am confident that nothing but this 
Holy Inner Power will save my wife, 
my son, and the whole Russian nation.

Such a letter, from a man chosen by 
the Kremlin to be an assassin, is some- 
thing of tremendous importance. It re 
flects the strength of character of a 
noble wife, and the power of Christian- 
ity to successfully endure persecution.

FIRST LETTER 


The first is from Mrs. Hazel Larison 
of Eureka, California. She wrote me on 
October 10th, a long letter, but I shall 
read it in its entirety. 
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“Dear Dr. Winrod: 


“In July of this year a Dr. Field of 
Ukiah, California sent me the February 
issue of The Defender Magazine, in 
which an article appeared on the Hox- 
sey Cancer Clinic. He also sent me a 
copy of your book, ‘New Cures For Old 
Ailments.’ 


“T read these items with profound in- 
terest and I know they came to me in an- 
swer to prayer, which | shall explain in 
this letter. I wish to tell you a very true 
story, and while it may be quite a long 
story, I hope you will have the patience 
to read it through. Perhaps there will 
be something in it that you can use to 
help some other so-called ‘hopeless’ 
case of cancer and put it on the road to 
recovery. 


“TI have been in the cafe business, in 
this city, for a number of years. On Sep- 
tember 10, 1953, I did some heavy lift- 
ing, loading my car twice with boxes 
of canned goods from my garage, taking 
them to the cafe and unloading them 
there. By evening my back started pain- 
ing me between the shoulder blades and 
at midnight I was walking the floor. I 
stood the pain until four in the morn- 
ing and called my doctor, told him I 
had hurt my back, and asked him if I 
might go to the hospital for a shot of 
something to provide relief. 


“When I arrived at the hospital they 
gave me a shot, but they also put me to 
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bed. The next day they took X-ray pic- 
tures of my chest and said they found 
a spot on the right lung and hoped it 
was not tuberculosis. I laughed at that 
because I didn’t have any pain in my 
lungs, nor did I have a cold or cough 
of any kind. I told them again that I 
had hurt my back and the pain was al- 
most killing me. 


“They put a pneumonia jacket on me 
and I sweat it out for two weeks, and 
then finally talked my way out of the 
hospital. After that I went to a chiro- 
practor but the pain was so intense I 
couldn’t let him touch me. He gave me 
heat treatments, an hour a day, for al- 
most four weeks, and still no relief. 


“Then I hunted up a bone specialist 
and after many more X-ray pictures, 
went back to the hospital for thirteen 
long weeks. I was given deep X-ray 
treatments every day “for eighteen days 
until I was burned clear through, but 
this treatment didn’t at all accomplish 
what they expected. 


“But it did do a very fine job of burn- 
ing, and a blister about six inches 
across finally developed and had to be 
dressed twice a day. I begged to go 
home on January 1, 1954. By that time 
I was a sight. I had to sit in a chair day 
and night for about five of those weeks, 
and was so bloated or swollen from my 
hips down that I really thought my 
skin might break any minute.” 


And now, friends of the listening au- 
dience, I wish to interrupt myself to 
say for the benefit of those who may 
have tuned in late, that I am reading 
a letter from Mrs. Hazel Larison, of 
Eureka, California, telling of her fight 
with cancer. She continues (and I 
quote) : 


“My daughter had been told that I 
had cancer of the spine, and that it was 
a hopeless case, when they sent me to 
the hospital. She wouldn’t allow any- 
one to tell me, and I thought there were 
a couple of vertebrae out of place pinch- 
ing the nerves. 


“The only medicine given me was 
morphine pills every three hours for 
pain and nerve pills to quiet me. Noth- 
ing to kill the cancer! 


“My sister came out from Iowa the 
last of March (I think to be here for my 
funeral). She stayed until the first week 
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of June. Just before she went home, I 
found out that I had cancer. 


“Like every woman, I had a good cry 
but as I look back now, I don’t believe 
I cried so much about having cancer as 
I did over the fact that none of my fam- 
ily or friends or the doctors had told 
me the truth. My daughter just couldn’t 
tell me and she wouldn’t let anyone else 
tell me for fear that I would give up 
completely. 


“I am not a very religious person, 
Dr. Winrod, but as soon as I knew I 
had cancer, I started praying in a dif- 
ferent way. I told God if it was His will 
for me to go at that time, I was ready, 
but if it was meant for me to get back 
on my feet, to show me in some way 
where to turn for the help I needed. 


“On July 18th, a man who had taken 
his meals at my cafe for years called 
my daughter and asked how I was, and 
if I could receive visitors. When he 
came I told him that I knew I had can- 
cer and I thought the doctors felt it 
would only be a short time until all my 
troubles would be over. He told me 
about the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic of Dal- 
las, Texas, and asked me to seriously 
consider going there, should I ever be 
able to travel. 


“That was on a Sunday. Tuesday, a 
friend of mine who doctors with Dr. 
Fields of Ukiah, came over with your 
book, ‘New Cures For Old Ailments’ 
and a copy of The Defender Magazine 
— both of which Dr. Fields had sent 


to me. 


“She had been talking to him about 
me, and he told her to tell me to go to 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic if I could 
possibly do so, and that he felt I had 
better than a fifty per cent chance of 
being helped and perhaps cured. I left 
here the next Sunday and reached Dal- 
las on July 26th. 


“I was given a complete examination, 
including all the tests, and found out 
that the cancer was on the five vertebrae, 
starting with the fourth, and in the up- 
per part of the right lung. I was so 





‘woozy with morphine for eleven 
months and so shaky that I could scarce- 
ly walk, but the lady who went with me 
had a wheel chair meet the plane, to 
wheel me in and out of the airports, so 
I made the trip fine. 


“Now I have been home a little over 
two months, gaining sixteen pounds. I 
can truthfully say that I am very much 
better. My improvement has been such 
that I feel it betokens a complete cure. 
I am due back to the Clinic, in Dallas, 
next January, for a checkup. 


“There is a lot more to the story, but 
I don’t want to tire you too much. I 
weighed 185 pounds when I walked into 
the hospital, and when I came out I was 
down to 118 pounds. Just a mess of skin 
wrapped around some bones! I couldn’t 
stand to look at myself in the mirror. 


“My arms pained so much that it 
was impossible for me. to lift them to 
comb my hair. I couldn’t do a thing for 
myself, even turn over in bed, or walk. 
Friends meeting on the street would ask 
each other if Hazel was still alive.

Q. And he made a biopsy? 
A. Yes sir. 


Q. Now, I am going to show you a copy 
of the pathological report. Do you recog- 
nize this paper as being a copy of the one 
Dr. Bell gave you? As a result of the pathol- 
ogy? 

A. Yes, I believe that is it. 

Q. Did Dr. Bell give you this report three 
days after they took the biopsy? 

A. Yes, that is right. 


(Thereupon Dr. Hoxsey interrupted 
the testimony to make the following 
statement to the committee: “Dr. Bell 
doesn’t make these biopsies for us any 
more because the medical group threat- 
ened to throw him out of the organiza- 
tion.” Dr. H. B. Mueller of Cleveland, 
Ohio, a member of the investigation 
committee, asked: “Is that a fact?” Dr. 
Hoxsey answered: “Yes, and we can 
prove it. We did not want to humiliate 
Dr. Bell because he is our very good 





friend. We can’t send patients to any 
of the hospitals, because they refuse to 
cooperate. We had a lady here from 
California who was hemorrhaging, and 
she went to the Hermann Hospital in 
Houston and they refused to accept her.” 
Dr. Mueller: “They refused to give her 
treatment or accept her as emergency?” 
Dr. Hoxsey: “Yes, they certainly did, 
and we have an affidavit to prove it. She 
was refused at the hospital.” 


Turning again to Mr. Poston, Dr. 
Hoxsey continued the questioning: 


Q. Now, on October 23, 1943, you had 
the results of the biopsy, and what did it 
show? What did this pathology indicate? 

A. Well, it showed I had cancer, the 
lesion being above my left eye. 

Q. Dr. Bell said you had cancer? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. And after that, you came to us for 
treatment, and did your condition improve? 

A. I was completely cured. 
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Q. What did we do for you here at Hox- 
sey Cancer Clinic? 

A. Well, you gave me some black medi- 
cine to take and that was the treatment. 


Q. And how do you feel now? 
A. I feel fine. 


THIRD LETTER 


At the beginning of this broadcast I 
announced that I would read three let- 
ters. We come now to the third. It was 
written by Mrs. James S. Cockerham, 
Rural Route 1, Dodson, Louisiana. 


“Dear Dr. Winrod: 


“We have been listening to your De- 
fender Hour broadcasts for some time 
and enjoy them very much.

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THE WHY OF SUFFERING 








E COME NOW to the age-long ques- 

tion, Why do people suffer? Why 
does an all-powerful God allow exper- 
iences that seem cruel and laden with 
pain? Questions of this character have 
puzzled man from time immemorial. 


Let us note some suggestions from 
material sources. The diamond and 
charcoal are the same in their elements. 
But when charcoal is acted upon by in- 
tense heat, the lustrous diamond is the 
resultant. Steel is the rough ore trans- 
formed by heat. When the tender body 
of the oyster is wounded, it dresses the 
wound with a pearl. Layer on layer of 
mother-of-pearl is formed around the 
foreign substance whose intrusion 
caused the irritation. When the pearl 
oyster is large and well formed, pearls 
scarcely occur at all. 


Suffering brings to us the depth and 
adequacy of God’s amazing grace. We 
learn by contrasts. We appreciate the 
sweet because of the bitter; the light 
because of the dark; joy because of 
sorrow. Grace appears in its wondrous 
sufficiency when administered as heal- 
ing balm to our wounds of suffering. 
Paul, what did you learn from the 
thorn? “The adequacy of grace. When 
I prayed three times for its removal, 
God answered, ‘My grace is sufficient

for thee’. 








| We are to know also that suffering 
increases our capacity for sympathy 
and comfort. Experience is one of our 
best teachers. We never know what 
others feel until we pass that way. We 
barely noted the hearse that passed 
down the street this morning, but when 
it comes to our door, all is different. 


When they make a rug in Persia it is 
placed in vertical position on a frame, 
while little boys, sitting at various 
levels, work on the wrong side of it. 
The directing artist, however, stands 
on the right side of the rug, calling his 
instructions to the boys working on the 
other side. Sometimes a boy will make a 
mistake in the rug. Often when the art- 
ist, watching from the right side, sees the 
mistake, he does not require the boy to 
remove the wrong color. If the artist is 
skillful enough, he weaves the mistake 
into the pattern. 


In his comment on this procedure of 
the artist, Dr. Leslie D. Weatherhead 
says: “I think one day I shall find my 
mistakes and my calamities and my dis- 
tress and my failures and all my pain, 
woven into the pattern, and I shall say, 
‘It is the Lord’s doing, and it is mar-

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JULIAN F. BALDOR, M.D. 














Dh. BALDOR'S 
TRIUMPH 








ITIZENS of Tampa, Florida were 
shocked Wednesday, August 29, 
1951, when opening their morning 
papers to read, under glaring front 
page headlines, that Julian F. Baldor, 
M.D. — a highly respected physician 
of the community, had been sued for 
$150,000, charging malpractice. 


After a legal battle lasting three 
years and two months, in which Dr. 
Baldor was subjected to unprecedented 
harassment and vilification, the case 
was finally decided in his favor by a 
unanimous ruling of the Florida Su- 
preme Court ... on October 19, 1954. 


The attorney for the plaintiff, James 
(Red) McEwen, is regarded in the 
Tampa area as being a hard hitting 
member of the legal profession, pos- 
sessing strong attachments to the forces 
of organized medicine. 


Dr. Baldor was represented by Hugh 
L. McArthur, who turned against him 
after losing the case in the lower courts, 
and placed a foreclosure suit upon (Dr. 
Baldor’s) Palma Ceia Hospital, de- 
manding that the institution be closed 
and he be granted a mortgage of 
$15,000 on the property. This, despite 
the fact of having already collected 
$8,000 for legal services. Disbarment 
charges are now pending against Mc- 
Arthur before the Florida Bar Associ- 


ation. 


No one familiar with the case ever 
doubted that the American Medical 
Association was behind it. Dr. Baldor’s 
“crime” was that he insisted on curing 
diseases, for which organized medicine 
says no cures exist. 


He became a marked man in 1949 
when Ted Singletary, an eleven year 
old boy from North Carolina, was suc- 
cessfully treated for leukemia at Palma 
Ceia Hospital. The case attracted wide 


attention in the press and over the 
radio. Thereupon orders were given to 
destroy the good doctor and bring his 
popularity to an end. 


Traps were set for him. Many 
schemes and tricks were used. Among 
other things, they tried to get him on 
his income tax. Finally, the fraudulent 
malpractice suit was invented. 


Dr. Baldor asserted that the plaintiff, 
a 71-year-old man, did “not have nor- 
mal possession of his faculties” and 
was being used as a tool by “unknown 
persons.” The charge of malpractice 
was based on grounds that the doctor 
used methods of treatment other than 
surgery, X-ray and radium. 


The case developed into one of the 
most celebrated legal-medical contro- 
versies in American history. Witnesses 
at the trial included Dr. Charles S. 
Cameron, Executive Director of the 
American Cancer Society and some 
twenty other prominent surgeons rep- 
resenting the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. The witnesses took the position 
that the treatment of cancer by any 
method other than the knife or irradia- 
tion was improper and constituted mal- 
practice. 


Biochemists, scientists and _physi- 
cians testified to the contrary. It was 
shown that the patient was treated by 
chemotherapy. Several former patients 
testified to cures of cancer by the sys- 
tems Dr. Baldor uses. It was also 
pointed out that he did his best for the 
man but received only limited coopera- 
tion. Had the patient cooperated, the 
results might have been different. 
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A judgment of $65,000 was assessed 
by the court against the doctor. This 
was a hard blow and opened the way 
for a great deal of smearing. All man- 
ner of abuse has been heaped upon Dr. 


Baldor. 

It was under these circumstances that 
Benedict FitzGerald, former Depart- 
ment of Justice prosecutor and special 
counsel for the Senate Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, entered 
the case. Things looked pretty dark 
the day he flew down from Washington! 























His efforts included an appeal to the 
State Supreme Court. Mr. Justice El- 
wyn Thomas wrote the decision setting 
aside the judgment and it is noteworthy 
that no dissenting opinion was filed by 
any justice. The Court stated: 


“The record in this case abounds in 
references by medical men to such terms 
as chemotherapy, hormones, synthetic 
chemical compounds, nitrogen mustard, 
folic acid, aminopterin, urethane, Kre- 
biozen, oxidation enzymes, escharotics, 
oxidation catalysts, bacteriophage, ben- 
zoquinoline, antigen. One of the plain- 
tiff’s own witnesses said that ‘17% to 
18%’ of the money of the American 
Cancer Society allocated to research 
is spent in the field of chemotherapy. 


“We do not propose to indicate what 
from, the record in this case would ap- 
pear to be the proper treatment, in a 
given case of cancer. We are not phy- 
sicians and we have no light on the sub- 
ject except such as is shed by the testi- 
mony of physicians who are not in ac- 
cord. 


“But we do have the conviction that 
the heroic effort being made by mem- 
bers of the medical profession and oth- 
er scientists only emphasizes that an 
enemy is so far being fought in the 
dark, and that one man should not be 
condemned from the fact alone that he 


chooses a weapon that another may con- 
sider a reed.” 


Emphasizing that testimony taken 
during the trial showed surgery, X-ray 
and radium to be failures in the treat- 
ment of cancer, the Court also observ- 


ed: 


“There could have been no clear-cut 
issue whether the appellant committed 
malpractice when he used a certain 
method, for no cure has been discover- 


ed.” 
This case, in which Mr. FitzGerald 


has again distinguished himself as a 
brilliant lawyer and courageous war- 
rior, will serve as the “Magna Charta” 
for the unrestricted use of bonafide 
cancer cures so long rejected by the 
medical dictatorship of the United 
States. 























INDIAN 
FORMULA 
RETRIEVED

RECENTLY made a radio broadcast 

on Mexico, and in doing my research 
work regarding the high order of cul- 
ture and civilization which existed in 
that part of the world prior to the 
Spanish conquest, I came upon the fol- 
lowing in an Encyclopedia: 


“These people manufactured paper 
on which to preserve written records. 
They possessed a rare knowledge of 
mathematics. They drew charts of the 
heavens. They knew engineering and 
engaged in hydraulic construction. They 
built pyramids and floating gardens. 
They used an herbal preparation that 
cured heart disease.” 


I later learned that the herbal pre- 
paration was believed to have been dis- 
tilled from fluids found in Cactus. The 
matter registered forcibly because a 
famous physician, visiting me from the 
west coast a short time earlier, had dis- 
cussed certain experiments in which he 
and a group of associates were engaged 
... with desert Cactus and Yucca as the 
basic ingredients. 


The core of Mexican life is Indian. 
Spanish culture comprises an outer lay- 
er. The country’s leading statesmen and 
presidents have been. of Indian nation- 
ality. 


* * * 


STOUNDING discoveries have been 

made, pointing back to a higher or- 
der of Indian civilization than the cas- 
ual observer would think possible. It is 
difficult to associate this fact with the 
humble remnants of the Apache, Nav- 
ajo, Yaqui, Zuni, Hopi and other tribes 
found in the Southwest States of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Southern Colorado 
and Utah. These people living in mud 
huts, with a heritage reaching back to 
the dawn of history, are descendants of 
a race whose empire stretched from 


the Andes to the Rockies. 


As far as recorded history is concern- 
ed, the origin of the first peoples re- 
mains veiled in mystery. The first race 





was archaic or prehistoric. The second 
was Mayan, known to be in existence in 
the area of modern Guatemala as early 
as 68 A.D. They had a high state of civ- 
ilization but dramatically disappeared, 
possibly smitten by plague or pesti- 
lence, only to reappear five hundred 
years later in Yucatan. They were still 
strong in the fifteenth century but gra- 
dually passed off the scene. 


The Toltecs rose to power as a par- 
allel nation to the Mayans and finally 
took the ascendancy, choosing Tula 
(near the modern city of Tampico) on 
the Gulf of Mexico as their capital in 
the year 873. They later moved to Teo- 
tihuacan, the place where Mexico’s fa- 
mous Pyramids of the Sun and Moon 
are located. The Aztecs followed the 
Toltecs, founding Mexico City in 1325. 


The student who delves into the lives 
and habits of these people, is amazed to 
discover the knowledge they possessed. 
Take, for instance, the Aztec Calendar 
Stone which I studied in the Museum 
of National History at Mexico City. 
This vast round piece of granite con- 
tains on its surface symbols for the days 
of the month, the months of the year. 
and the astronomical configurations, all 
of which have been found by modern 
astronomers to be completely accurate. 


Fifty-two years were required to 
carve this Stone, which measures 16 
feet across and 48 feet in circumference. 


It weighs 57,000 pounds. 


Earliest Indian legends, carvings and 
artifacts combine to create a record re- 
garding the visit of a strange, heavenly 
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guest in the undated past, who ruled 
men’s hearts through love. His name 
was Quetzalcoatl. He left under myster- 
ious circumstances and his return was 
anticipated. 


When Cortez arrived by ship, the Az- 
tecs thought he was their god Quetzal- 
coat] returned and accepted him as 
such. They were soon disillusioned. 
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EAVING MEXICO for the “Indian 

country” of the United States, one’s 
thoughts turn to such cities as Santa Fe, 
Albuquerque, Durango, Flagstaff, Tuc- 
son, Phoenix and the dry, hot, desert 
areas of the great Southwest. 


The land of the brooding mesa, deep 
red canyons, small deer, wild goat, Cac- 
tus and Yucca ... the land of the cliff 
dwellers, the soft-spoken Hopi, the un- 
conquered Yaqui, the Navajo and the 
vanishing Apache ... the land of blue 
stones to match the blue sky, bright 
colored rugs made from the wool of 
herds tended by laughing people ... the 
land of vast distances, little rain and 
much Sun! 


Indians are not primitive. They are 
not a backward people who have no 
historical culture or background. On 
the contrary, they have a long history 
but a declining one. The Indians of the 
Southwest once had great cities, schools 
and well organized systems of govern- 
ment. They reached their zenith and 
started on the downgrade. 


One authority on_ pre-Columbian 
times has this to say: “Europeans ar- 
riving in America in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries found not only sav- 
ages but also nations with cities and 
buildings of stone that were a marvel 
to the architects and sculptors of Eu- 
rope. They found civil administrators, 
courts of justice, science, arts, indus- 
tries, a calender and well-organized sys- 
tems of religion.”

But OF EVEN greater importance 

was the knowledge of medicine 
which these people possessed. They re- 
lied upon herbs which have been de- 
scribed as “the purest form of medi- 
cations.”

SEVENTEEN YEARS AGO THE WICHITA 
RADIO STATIONS THEN EXISTING ENTERED 
INTO A CONSPIRACY TO VIOLATE OUR 
CIVIL RIGHTS BY REFUSING TO SELL OUR 
ORGANIZATION TIME FOR RELIGIOUS 
BROADCASTS AND STATIONS SINCE ESTAB- 
LISHED ARE PARTICIPATING IN SAME 
CONSPIRACY. WE HAVE REPEATEDLY AP- 
PROACHED THEM EVEN OFFERING TO 
SUBMIT SCRIPTS THIRTY DAYS IN AD-

Since 1945 I have been preaching 
the Gospel by radio and _ television.

In my years as a Radio Pastor I have 
learned to know and love many relig- 
ious leaders on radio. I have great re- 
spect for these men. One of the Radio 
Pastors I have appreciated because of 
his sincere and inspiring Christian pro- 
grams is Dr. Gerald B. Winrod of Wich- 


ita, Kansas ... 


Recently, it came to my attention that 
the radio stations in Wichita, Dr. Win- 
rod’s home town, have refused to sell 
him time. This is difficult for me to 
understand. His programs are high 
quality broadcasts and a credit to any 
station. Why should his home town sta- 
tions refuse to sell him time? . 


I fail to see why this ban should not 
be lifted immediately. If the Wichita 
stations sell time to other religious 
broadcasters, why make an exception 
of Dr. Winrod? If they are afraid for 
some reason, why not have him submit 
scripts in advance for approval? 


Without Dr. Winrod’s knowledge or 
approval, I am writing asking that you 
check into this, please. 


Because I have faith in you, I have 
written this note. Sure hope you can 
do something, because I personally be-

gram, a Negro newspaper edited by 


Davis Lee. 





HE EFFORTS being made by cer- 

tain paid agitators and pressure 
groups against segregated schools in 
the South may cause Southern Negroes 
to lose a lot more than they will gain. 


The trouble with this group, as with 
similar ones, is that the initiators don’t 
count the over-all cost to the race. The 
present effort is designed to destroy the 
whole pattern of segregation, and to es- 
tablish an integrated social order in 
which there will be no distinction made 
in this country on the basis of race, re- 
ligion, color or nationality. 


This is a laudable objective, but hu- 
man nature just has not changed that 
much, and the achievement of such an 
objective could cause repercussions that 
might set the Negro back fifty years. In- 
tegration in the schools in the North 
and East is not a howling success ... 


Nowhere in these integrated states 
do Negroes get anywhere near propor- 
tionate representation. Recently a reput- 
able New York labor union made a re- 
port on the employment of Negro teach- 
ers in New York City and charged that 
a systematic scheme has been adopted 
to exclude Negroes as teachers. 


This is not true, in the South. The 
State of Georgia employs 7,313 Negro 
teachers, and paid them close to $15,- 
000,000 in salaries last year. North 
Carolina paid its Negro teachers over 
$22,000,000 last year. Florida is an- 
other state that ranks at top on teacher 
pay. 
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Mississippi paid $7,414,278 in salar- 
ies to 6,753 Negro teachers in the state 
last year. 


If these states, that are now pouring 
millions of dollars annually into Negro 
pockets which provides our people with 
money that enables them to enjoy the 
dignity of man, to enjoy the prestige 
and respectability, to buy homes and 
the necessities of life, are forced to 
abandon the segregated school, 75 per 
cent of the Negro teachers in the South 
will lose their jobs. Not only that, but 
approximately 20,000 Negro principals 
will lose their jobs as well ... 


This present movement to end segre- 
gation in the schools is merely the be- 
ginning of a well-laid plan to complete- 
ly end segregation in everything in the 
South. If this happens the Negro will 
be thrown into direct competition with 
the white race, and our business insti- 
tutions will crumble. 


No place in the world do Negroes 
own and control as much as do those in 
the South. Atlanta is without question 
the Negro capital of the world. It is 
the center of Negro culture, education, 
business and finance. And both Negroes 
and whites live, work and operate busi- 
ness without either being conscious of 
the other’s race. 


This movement to integrate the 
schools of the South is loaded with 
more racial dynamite than appears on 
the surface and the Negro will be the 
one who is blown away. 


During the past two years I have 
spent more time in the South than I 
have in my office, and I have interview- 
ed thousands of Negroes in all walks of 
life and I have found very few who 
favor mixed schools. They want their 
own schools, but equal facilities. This 
being the situation, one questions the 
fairness of forcing these colored citi- 
zens to accept what they don’t want. If 
a little group of paid agitators succeed 
in forcing their will upon these people 
it appears to me that they should at 
least be given an opportunity to be 


heard. 


Right now the Southern Negro is in 
a better spot educationally, politically 
and economically than the Negroes any 
place else in the world. 


YOUNGDAHL 


JN FEW AREAS is the present moral 
sag and contaminating touch of po- 
litical corruption more evident, than in 
the inferior quality of judgeships de- 
veloped during recent years. The wrong 
kind of men have been, in too many in- 
stances, advanced to the bench — some 
by election and others as appointees. 


Federal Judge Luther W. Youngdahl 
of Washington, D.C., an extreme leftist 
appointed in 1951 by Harry Truman, 
is an example. 


Youngdahl wears the Republican la- 
bel but his record shows him to be a 
red sympathizer. He got his job on the 
bench through a crooked operation 
maneuvered by Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Minnesota’s New Deal Senator. 


When Owen Lattimore was indicted 
for perjury on December 16, 1952, 
somebody arranged for the case to be 
assigned to Youngdahl — who proceed- 
ed at once to dismantle the indictment, 
thereby rendering the Government help- 
less to secure a conviction. 


Senator McCarthy had focused na- 
tional attention on Lattimore in 1950 
during his expose of Communism in the 
State Department. He named the Johns 
Hopkins University professor, now on 
leave with pay, as architect of the New 
Deal Far East foreign policy which 
turned China over to Russia. 


The Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee, headed by the late Senator Mc- 
Carran, conducted an eleven month in- 
vestigation and found Lattimore was 
“a conscious articulate instrument of 
the Soviet conspiracy.” His attorneys 
have been fighting ever since to pre- 
vent a trial. 


The grand jury’s true bill charged 
there were “several hundred instances” 
in Lattimore’s lectures and writings over 
a 15-year period when he knowingly 
followed the Communist line. Among 
the statements cited as showing his sup- 
port of Soviet propaganda were the fol- 
lowing: 


“The Marxist system is admired for 
its progress and accomplishments. The 
Soviet Union is democratic. The Soviets 
fully accord equal rights to all minor-

The Soviet collective system bene- 
fits the individual. The Soviet society, 
being most progressive, is admired by 
other countries. The Soviets have not 
intervened in China. The Russians did 
not aid Chinese Communism. Moscow 
has not backed the Indo-Chinese Com- 
munists. 


“Chinese Communism is independ- 
ent of Soviet Communism. Chinese 
Communism is democratic and progres- 
sive. Chinese Communism encourages 
private enterprise. Chinese Communists 
are not a menace to China or to the 
world. The North Korean peoples gov- 
ernment is popular and not communiz- 
ed. Outer Mongolia is independent. It 
should be recognized by the United 
States and admitted to the United Na- 
tions.” 


In May 1953 Youngdahl ordered four 
of the indictment’s seven counts against 
Lattimore stricken, including the key 
count on which the Government really 
rested its case. The Court of Appeals 
reinstated two but the prosecutors de- 
cided to seek a new indictment. Their 
efforts were successful and Lattimore 
was indicted again last month. 


Not wishing a repetition of the pre- 
vious experience with Youngdahl, Leo 
A. Rover, of the Department of Justice, 
asked the jurist to disqualify himself. 


“I want a judge with an open mind, 
not a judge who has expressed himself 
as your honor has,” said Rover. “I ask 
you under the law and the fundamental 
concepts of American democracy to 
withdraw from this case.” 


Youngdahl denounced the demand as 
“scandalous,” and as the matter stands 
now, Lattimore will go on trial before 
him January 10, 1955 ... if indeed he 
ever permits his fellow leftist to go to 
trial!

Jesus declared: “Ex- 
cept those days be _ shortened, 
there should no flesh be saved.” 
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FTER VISITING twenty-four coun- 

tries in Europe, Asia and America; 
after surveying and studying mission- 
ary methods in various fields; after 
taking part in several conferences and 
conventions; after conferring with lead- 
ers of missionary societies; after pray- 
er and meditation, I have come to the 
following conclusions regarding mis- 
sionary work: 


1. Our work must be evangelical. 


There must be no higher criticism, no 
modernism in our ranks. Every worker 
must stand for the great fundamentals 
of the Faith. No missionary must be en- 
gaged who doubts the virgin birth, the 
deity of Christ, His vicarious death, 
salvation by faith, the need of regener- 
ation, the inspiration of the Bible, the 
bodily resurrection of Christ, and His 
Second Coming, etc. 


To support any other is nothing short 
of a tragedy. A house divided against 
itself cannot stand. Our money should 
not be used to help enemies of the Gos- 


pel. 
2. Our work must be evangelistic. 


We are to evangelize the world. To 
Christianize the nations in this dispen- 
sation is impossible, since it is not God’s 
plan. Our business is to cooperate with 
the Holy Spirit in the taking out of “a 
people for His name.” 


Hence we are not to give ourselves, 
primarily, to the social, political and 
industrial betterment of those who have 
no interest in our Christ. Nor are we 
expected to introduce our western cul- 
ture, in an effort to change the man- 
ners and customs of the people. True, 





we can relieve simple ailments as we 
go about our work, but only in order 
to get a hearing for the Gospel. And of 
course we will teach both Christians 
and seekers to read and write so they 
may be able to study the Bible. 


But we will not put these things first. 
Only as they contribute to the winning 
of souls, will they be utilized. Our task 
is to preach the Gospel, and we must 
not be side-tracked. Institutional work 
puts the cart before the horse, The 
Gospel must go first. Raw savages can 
be saved. Ignorant heathen can be trans- 
formed into saints. The by-products will 
follow in due time, as needed. Let us put 
our money into souls. 


3. Our missionaries ought not to be 
pastors of native churches. 


As soon as converts have been won 
and a church formed, elders should be 
appointed to act as overseers of the 
flock, and the missionary pass on, fol- 
lowing the example of Paul, to unevan- 
gelized fields. Responsibility should be 
placed upon native Christians as rapid- 
ly as possible. 


4. The chief work of the missionary 
must be the training of native Chris- 
tians. 

Never can we send out a sufficient 
number of foreign workers to complete 
the unfinished task. We must therefore.

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train native workers and develop in- 
digenous leadership. 


That was the policy of Jesus. He 
trained twelve, then seventy, and sent 
them forth. Let every one of our mis- 
sionaries choose and train his twelve 
and his seventy. 


5. Native pastors and churches 
should try to operate independent of 
foreign funds. 


The goal should be to make the work 
self-supporting, self-governing and self- 
propagating. No one can be healthy and 
strong while leaning on another. 
Churches have become weak and indol- 
ent rather than aggressive and power- 
ful as a result of foreign support. The 
vision of evangelism and its responsi- 
bility has been lost, and the outcome, 
in many cases, has been disastrous. 


So long as native Christians are do- 
ing pioneer work in unoccupied areas, 
they are entitled to support, at least un- 
til the churches founded are strong 
enough to shoulder the burden. But the 
ideal should be to see them become self- 
supporting. 

6. We should make it a rule to aim 
for the largest centers of population. 


That was Paul’s method. He seldom 
went to the village; he went to the city. 
He never sought the back street; he 
sought the well-known, centrally-located 
places. He struck for the market where 
people congregated. Within a few days 
or hours, he had everyone talking. He 
planted the Gospel first in Ephesus, 
Corinth, Philippi and Rome, all great 
world centers. And from these large cit- 
ies it was sounded out to all the region 
round about. 


Paul was spoken of as one who 
“turned the world upside down.” In fact, 
if there was not an uproar, he had but 
little to report. The Gospel is God’s 
dynamite. Let us place it in the center 
of things where it will create the great- 
est commotion. 


7. We must concentrate on the un- 
occupied areas. 


If we want to bring back the King, 
if we want to hasten His coming, we 
must take the Gospel to the last tribe, 
the last people, the last nation. We must 
go to “the regions beyond,” to the places 
where Christ has “not been named.” 

That, too, was Paul’s method. He did 
not enjoy building on another man’s 
foundation. Jesus did not forget the 
“other towns” and the “other sheep.” 
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8. In matters of finance there should 
be information, prayer and faith. 


Information produces inspiration. To 
withhold information regarding either 
the work or the needs, is to deny God’s 
people the blessing that comes from 
helping. Moreover, thousands who 
would be interested will never even hear 
of the existence of many splendid ef- 
forts, unless large conventions and con- 
ferences are held to make the work 
known. 


But then, besides telling the people, 
we must tell God. Prayer and missions 
go hand in hand. The greatest of all 
help in missionary work is that of inter- 
cession. We must advance on our knees. 


Unless our policy works, it is use- 
less. If we are going to trust God, we 
must really trust Him. He is able to 
move the hearts of His people in an- 
swer to the prayer of faith and cause 
them to act on the information given, 
and contribute to the work. 





9. We should never go into debt. 


“Owe no man anything,” is His Word. 
To disobey is to court disaster. We have 
no right to go forward until God sup- 
plies the funds. 


George Muller spent only what God 
gave him. He prayed first for the money 
necessary and waited for God to answer 
that prayer before going ahead. And 
that is always a safe policy. We have 
no right to incur debts for others to pay. 
Let us keep out of debt. 


10. Our overhead must be kept low. 


One of the criticisms of missionary 
work today is provoked by the amount 
used for home expenses. Overhead costs 
on the home front should be kept at 
the lowest possible figures. It is no dis- 
grace to skimp at home so that more 
can be sent to the field. 

These, my fellow workers, are the 
principles that I am confident God can 
bless. I believe them to be Scriptural 
and practicable. 
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THE 1954-55 school-year of the De- 

fenders Theological Seminary in 
Puerto Rico is off to a running start ... 
with an enrollment of 102 students. An 
average of eight out of ten who enter 
the School, complete the three year 
course of training and became graduat- 
es. This is an excellent record for a 
mission field. 


A new chapter of missionary history 
is being written in the West Indies. The 
impact of work being done at this cen- 
ter of missionary-evangelistic training 
is being felt throughout the Spanish- 
speaking world. Puerto Rico has _ be- 
come a laboratory for methods hereto- 
fore untested. 


Ten years have elapsed since the Sem- 
inary was organized and results have so 
far exceeded all expectations. The pres- 
ent school-year is expected to be one of 
the most productive in the School’s his- 
tory. 


A competent faculty presides in the 
class rooms while a board of nine trus- 
tees shapes the policies of the institu- 
tion. All classes are conducted in the 
Spanish language. 


A steady stream of trained Christian 
workers go out from the premises — 
some to’ preach and organize Church 
congregations and Sunday Schools, oth- 
ers to teach and engage in Child Evan- 
gelism, still others to conduct crusades 


of evangelism ... all motivated by one 
consuming desire to win souls for 


Christ. 


Among the favorite passages of Scrip- 
ture most quoted as mottoes by mem- 
bers of the student body are Proverbs 
11:30, “He that winneth souls is wise” 
... and II Timothy 2:15, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be asham- 
ed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” 


Most Puerto Ricans live in poverty. 
The majority of the students come from 
poor families. Their schooling is made 
possible by the support of Defender 
readers in the United States.

OUR HEAVENLY FATHER’S 
BENEFICENCE 


Psalm 104 











EMORY TEXT: “The earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; the 
world, and they that dwell therein.” 
Psalm 24:1. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 
A. God revealed as the Creator and Sustainer 
of the universe. Psalm 104:31. 
B. God revealed as the heavenly Parent. 
Psalm 104:34. 
C. The Genesis statement of creation confirmed. 
Psalm 104 in its entirety. 
D. The Psalmist reveals the fact of divine 
majesty. Psalm 104:1. 
E. Something to sing about. Psalm 104:33. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SING.” 


Starting today, five weekly lessons 
will be devoted to the book of Psalms. 
It is therefore important that the struc- 
ture of the book, as a whole, be under- 
stood. In reality there are five books 
bound together as one — each of which 
has its distinctive character and closes 
with a doxology. 


(a) The first includes Psalms 1 to 
41. It is the Davidic collection. Most of 
them were composed by him, and all 
breathe his spirit. The characteristic 
feature is the spontaneous expression of 
a sanctified spirit. As sacred lyrics, 
they have never been equaled. 


(b) The second includes Psalms 42 
to 72. This collection was made in the 
time of Solomon. It contains a few of 
David’s Psalms, but is remarkable for 
the large number written by the sons 
of Korah, who were musicians in the 
temple choir and singers of the finest 
artistic culture. It is this that gives char- 
acter to the series — exquisite art. In 
daintiness of workmanship, and deli- 
cate sensibility of meter, they rank with 
the most sublime verse ever created. 


(c) The third includes Psalms 73 to 
89. These were arranged by the singers 
of Jehoshaphat’s time, who made what 
has been called the Asaphic collection. 
Asaph was the man whom David ap- 
pointed leader of the choral service 
which he organized. The name Asaph 
is associated ‘with 12 Psalms. He used 
poetry as a means for teaching doctrine. 








(d) The fourth includes Psalms 90 
to 106. Compiled in the days of Heze- 
kiah, these messages are liturgic in style 
and were meant especially to aid in a 
splendid ritual. 


(e) The fifth includes Psalms 107 
to 150. This assortment was supple- 
mental and contains some of the sweet 
odes which from long use became sa- 
cred and dear to the heart of the people. 
The authorship of some remains un- 
certain. There is no poetry in all litera- 
ture which so expresses and interprets 
the deep movings of the Spirit of God, 
the tender emotions of eternal life, in 
the soul of man. 


So much is said regarding music in 
the Bible that someone has called it, 
“a musical book.” “I will sing,” says 
the writer of the Psalm before us in to- 
day’s lesson. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 
104:24. 


“O Lord, how manifold are thy 
works! in wisdom hast thou made. them 
all: the earth is full of thy riches.” 


Psalm 104 deals with creation and 
sets forth its processes in parallel with 
the Genesis account. The first four vers- 
es comprise a poetic interpretation of 
Genesis 1:3-8. Verses 5:9 blend with 
Genesis 1:9-10. Verses 10-18 tell the 
same story as Genesis 1:11-13. Verses 
19-30 harmonize with Genesis 1:14-31. 
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“Who coverest thyself with light.” 
Light, the first created element, univer- 
sally diffused, source of gladness, em- 
blem of purity, is a rich expression of 
God’s nature. (See I John 1:5 & I Tim- 
othy 6:16) 


“Thou hast set a bound that they 
(the waters) shall not pass over.” An 
infinite hand keeps land and sea in pro- 
per relation. 


“Beast of the field ... fowls of hea- 
ven.” J. J. Perowne says: “Here we 
have the loving care, the tender sym- 
pathy with which God, clothing the 
earth with beauty, provides at the same 
time for the wants of all His creatures.” 


“He appointed the moon for sea- 
sons.” This is the same language used 
in Genesis. The Creator of the universe, 
known to the Christian as “Our Fa- 
ther,” is omnipotent. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE PSALMS 
REVEAL THE MAJESTY OF GOD. 


“QO Lord my God, thou art very 
great.” While we do not know who 
wrote Psalm 104, his respect for divine 
majesty is a source of inspiration to us. 
Some people lack this concept and in 
consequence live narrow, dwarfed lives. 
To them, God is a rather ordinary per- 
son. So much so that they constantly 
speak His name in blasphemy. 


Man rises to the highest level pos- 
sible when he thinks about God. The 
Psalms are unique in the sense that they 
constantly emphasize His majesty ... 
His ability to rule both the universe 
and the hearts of men. 


LESSON NUMBER TWO 





November 28, 1954 
A CRY FOR DELIVERANCE 
Psalms 46 and 142 











MEMORY TEXT: “God is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help 
in trouble.” Psalm 46:1. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. A cry of despair. Psalm 142:1. 
B. A sure refuge. Psalm 142:5. 

C. A hope unfailing. Psalm 46:1. 

D. Nothing to fear. Psalm 46:2. 

E. The stillness of God. Psalm 46:10. 

















(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “REFUGE.” 


This lesson is the second in a series 
of five taken from the Psalms. Dr. F. B. 
Meyer says: “The Psalms have fur- 
nished the bridal hymns, the battle 
songs. the pilgrim marches, the peni- 
tential prayers, and the public praises 
of every nation in Christendom ... 


“In palace halls, by happy hearths, 
in squalid rooms, in pauper wards, in 
prison cells, in crowded sanctuaries, in 
lonely wilderness — everywhere they 
have uttered our moan of contrition 
and our song of triumph; our tearful 
complaints, and our wrestling, conquer- 
ing prayer.” 


About one-third of the Psalms are 
anonymous. Seventy-three bear the 
name of David. Twenty-three are. at- 
tributed to minstrels of his reign and to 
subsequent singers. Two are said to 
have originated with Solomon. Moses is 
credited with having composed one. 


The providential care of God, and 
his concern for man, was a matter of 
reality to the writers of the Psalms. 
They spoke to Him with boldness, re- 
penting of sins committed, seeking guid- 
ance and protection in time of trouble. 
God was real to them! 


Pressure brings either the best or the 
worst out of men. In the case of David, 
his finest traits of character came into 
expression of suffering and sorrow: 
“Yea, though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me.” 


Stricken with grief, he sobbed: “No 
man careth for my soul.” If loneliness 
and isolation, the absence of human 
love, causes us to turn more urgently to 
God, the ordeal will work for our ulti- 





mate good. We then discover a higher 
love, unchangeable, unselfish and eter- 
nal. 


It has been said that every truly great 
soul passes through a Gethsemane some- 
time during his early pilgrimage, when 
no other person can be close enough to 
enter the orbit of his grief. Prayer pro- 
vides soul muscle for the time of special 
testing. And so David could shout: 
“Thou art my refuge and my portion.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 
142:1. 


“T cried unto the Lord with my voice; 
with my voice unto the Lord did I make 
my supplication.” 


The following words appear at the 
beginning of this Psalm: “Maschil 
(meaning Instruction) of David: A 
Prayer when he was in the cave.” 


The song was composed either in the 
Cave of Adullam (I Samuel 22) or in 
a cave near Engedi (I Samuel 24), 
when the writer was fleeing from the 
wrath of King Saul. We need to re- 
capture the spirit and courage of this 
man, who was able to write poetry and 
sing songs of praise while passing a 
dark, dismal cave experience. 


David’s triumph in the cave was pre- 
ceded by earnest “supplication” for 
strength. John Calvin commented on 
this verse as follows: “The words teach 
us, when we have tried every remedy 
and know not what to do, to rest satis- 
fied with the conviction that God is ac- 
quainted with our afflictions, and con- 
descends to care for us, as Abraham 


said, ‘The Lord will provide’.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “THERE IS 
POWER IN THE STILLNESS OF 
GOD.” 


“Be still, and know that I am God.” 
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There is a dual thought behind these 
closing words of the 46th Psalm: (a) 
Enemies are warned to be still, leave off 
torturing God’s children and (b) it is 
impossible to contact God, to know Him 
experientially and be guided by His 
Spirit, in an atmosphere of chaos and 
confusion. 


Matthew Henry says: “Let His ene- 
mies be still and threaten no more. 
Let His own people be still, calm, se- 
date and tremble no more.” 


We read in I Kings about a mighty 
wind that rent the mountains, “but the 
Lord was not in the wind.” And a ter- 
rible earthquake, “but the Lord was not 
in the earthquake.” And a powerful fire, 
“but the Lord was not in the fire.” 


After that, the Lord spoke and it was 
“a still small voice.” He still speaks in 
the consciousness of His children when 
they are willing to get quiet before Him 
and wait for the leading of the Holy 
Spirit. 


LESSON NUMBER THREE 





December 5, 1954 


SEEKING FORGIVENESS 
Psalms 86 and 130 











EMORY TEXT: “For thou, Lord, 

art good, and ready to forgive; and 
plenteous in mercy unto all them that 
call upon thee.” Psalm 86:5. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. A great need. Psalm 130:1. 

B. A great prayer. Psalm 130:2-3. 

C. A great answer. Psalm 130:4. 

D. A great deliverance. Psalm 130:5. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FORGIVENESS.” 


The Psalms not only stand exactly in 
the middle of our Bibles, but at the 
central shrine of true worship. ‘They 
breathe worship in every note. Here it 
is confession, elsewhere supplication, 
again reflection, in another place praise. 
But always worship, the bringing of 
every conceivable human experience in- 
to the presence of God, whether joy or 
grief, trust or anxiety, hope or despair. 


The Psalms must have been the fav- 
orite part of Scripture to our Lord and 
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the Apostles, for nearly two-thirds of 
the Old Testament quotations brought 
over into the New, are from this book. 
There are numerous references to 
Christ in the Psalms. 


It is also true today, that the best of 
music centers about His person. Chris- 
tianity is a singing religion. Christians 
have something good to sing about! 


Paul set this thought to words when 
he wrote: “Let the word of Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom; teaching 
and admonishing one another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
with grace in your hearts to the Lord.” 


The writer of the Psalm before us 
was struggling under a burden of sin, 
a sense of guilt. “Out of the depths have 
I cried unto thee, O Lord.” This kind of 
a cry, reflecting “a broken heart and a 
contrite spirit,” places the sinner in 
position to receive grace for pardon. 


The gospel of grace is inherent in 
verse 3 where it is admitted that there 
is nothing good, no saving potential, in 
human nature. Forgiveness is to be ac- 
cepted on the basis of unmerited grace. 


ne. THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 


“In the day of my trouble I will call 
upon thee: for thou wilt answer me.” 


This is the only Psalm in the third 
division of the book that bears the name 
of David as the writer. It is essentially 
a prayer. Dr. Graham Scroggie says: 


“The prayer is a mosaic of fragments 
from other Psalms and _ Scriptures. 
About twenty other Psalms are laid 
under contribution, and there are 
thoughts from Exodus, Deuteronomy, 
Isaiah and Jeremiah. From this fact we 
may learn that the virtue and value of 
prayers do not consist necessarily in 
their originality, provided they are the 
genuine expression of the heart that 
offers them. And further, let us learn 
the value of such a knowledge of the 
Scriptures as shall allow of our pray- 
ing in its very words. Though a string 
of quotations, this Psalm has an indiv- 
iduality all its own, a pathos and a 
passion which remove it far from arti- 


ficiality. It is full of the Lord. 


“Three divine titles are employed, 
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and it is worthwhile noticing what they 
are, where they occur, and how often. 
There is God, Elohim, five times; Lord, 
Jehovah, five times; and Lord, Adonai, 
six times; so that the Lord is mentioned 
once for every verse except one. They 
are the best prayers which are fullest 
of Him. The title Adonai expressed the 
consciousness of specially belonging to 
God, of standing under His immediate 
guidance and protection.” 

(3) THE KEY FACT: PEACE 
COMES WITH PRAYER. 


Psalm 86 concludes with these heart- 
ening words: “Thou, Lord, hast holpen 
(helped) me, and comforted me.” 


The inward struggle, so vividly de- 
picted earlier in the Psalm, is now at an 
end. The storm is over. A knowledge of 
forgiveness, accompanied by a sense of 
peace and rest, fills the soul of the sup- 
plicant. His deliverance is complete. He 
breathes a sigh of relief, rejoices that 
the conflict is past and breaks into a 
peon of praise. “Thou, Lord, hast ... 
comforted me.” 


Alexander Maclaren says: “Even 
blind eyes and hard hearts may be led 
to see and feel that God is the helper 
and comforter of humble souls who 
trust in Him. A heart that is made at 
peace with itself by the fear of God, 
and has but one dominant purpose and 
desire, will long for God’s mercies, not 
only because they have a bearing on its 
own outward well-being, but because 
they will demonstrate that it is no vain 
thing to wait on the Lord, and may lead 
some, who cherished enmity to God’s 
servant and alienation from Himself, 
to learn the sweetness of His Name and 
the security of trust in Him.” 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





December 12, 1954 


SOUL THIRST FOR GOD 
Psalms 42; 84: 102:25-27 











EMORY TEXT: “God is our God 
for ever and ever.” Psalm 48:14. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. The souls of men everywhere thirst for God. 
Psalm 42:1-2. 

B. This thirst can be satisfied. Psalm 42:8. 

C. Man’s normal environment is God. Psalm 
84:5,11. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “THIRSTETH.” 


The opening verses of Psalm 42 re- 
mind us that man is essentially a wor- 
shipful being. When the Psalmist wrote 
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“so panteth my soul after thee, O God,” 
he was describing not only the cry of 
his own heart for God ... but also, the 
cry of the universal heart of humanity. 
Every human being is stamped indelib- 
ly with a deep religious nature. This 
can be said of even the atheist, who 
tries to slake his thirst with a negation. 


“As the hart (deer) panteth after the 
water brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee.” A traveler through the Middle 
East says: “I have seen large flocks of 
these panting harts gather round the 
water brooks in the great deserts of 
central Syria, so subdued by thirst that 
you could approach quite near them be- 


fore they fled.” 


“Thirsteth.” The metaphor occurs in 
exactly the same form in Psalm 143:6 
and calls for notice because God Him- 
self is the subject of the thirst, instead 
of righteousness, or knowledge, or pow- 
er, as is the familiar and frequent use 
of the term in various parts of the Bible 
and other literature. 


“The soul’s longing is as a thirsty 
hart seeking the water — brooks, a sym- 
bol of flowing grace which never dries 
up and stills the thirst of the soul,” 
says Delitzsch. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS PSALM 
84:11. 


“For the Lord God is a sun and 
shield: the Lord will give grace and 
glory: no good thing will he withhold 
from them that walk uprightly.” 


“The Glorious. Lamp of Heaven’ is 
the title of a sermon by George H. Mor- 
rison, from which the following gem 
is quoted: 


“The strongest language cannot ex- 
aggerate the indebtedness of the earth 
to the Sun. We owe so much to it, and 
we are so dependent on it for every 
breath we draw. Without the Sun our 
corn would never ripen, we should have 
no harvest in our autumn fields. With- 
out the Sun no rose would ever blush, 





no blade of grass would be green in any 
meadow, no mantle of royal purple 
would be cast over the passion-flower 
at the gate. What lights our coal? The 
power of the Sun. What drives our en- 
gines? The power of the Sun. What 
alone makes physical life a possibility? 


“Yet the Sun is an extraordinary dis- 
tance from the earth — ninety-two mil- 
lion miles away. Once more I was great- 
ly impressed by this, that without the 
atmosphere the sun could never bless 
us. Without the envelope of closely 
clinging air that engirdles this globe 
like some diaphanous garment, the heat 
of the Sun and all the light of it would 
fall quite ineffectually on the earth. 


“When the Sun is invisible we still 
see its reflected light; for we all know 
that the light which gilds the Moon, and 
gives such a luster of brilliance to the 
planets, is not the light of their own 
burning hearts but the light of the Sun 
which to our eyes has set.

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Enduring Monuments 





HEN TRAVELING in Egypt, I ob-

A transcript 





of his remarks is reproduced below. 








I AM HAPPY to appear before your 

committee and testify in support of 
House Record 1227, commonly known 
as the Bryson Bill. I favor the proposed 
legislation to outlaw liquor advertising 
in. newspapers, magazines, newsreels, 
motion picture films, radio and televi- 
sion passing in Interstate Commerce for 
five reasons: 


First, such advertising of beverage 
alcohol is distorted, deceptive and dan- 
gerous; 


Second, it is contrary to the public 
interest ; 


Third, it usurps publicly owned radio 
and television facilities for the employ- 
ment of one group, to the practical ex- 
clusion of the other, in a highly contro- 
versial issue; 


Fourth, it flouts established law in 
vast areas of the Nation where the peo- 
ple have by democratic local option 
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elections outlawed the sale of beverage 
alcohol; 


And fifth, it stimulates and promotes 
juvenile delinquency. 


I 


DISTORTED, DECEPTIVE AND 
DANGEROUS 


It is an accepted, scientifically estab- 
lished fact that ethyl alcohol in beer, 
wine, whiskey, gin, rum, etc. is a habit 
forming, narcotic, poisonous drug that 
beclouds the brain, depresses the nerves, 
distorts the vision, retards reaction and 
releases the inhibitions. 


Because of the narcotic effect, bever- 
age alcohol has transformed thousands 
of citizens into dead beats and bums 
that populate the skid rows of our great 
cities. It causes great losses in manhours, 
mistakes and accidents in industry. It 
fills our hospitals with alcoholics. It 








causes men and women to commit every 
crime in the catalogue and to violate 
every moral precept proclaimed in the 
Bible. 


The use of beverage alcohol has un- 
dermined the happiness of millions of 
homes and brought great suffering and 
deprivation to millions of helpless loved 
ones. Its use is fraught with physical, 
mental, moral, domestic and _ spiritual 
dangers. Millions of fine, useful, Chris- 
tian citizens are violently opposed to its 
sale and use. But you would never get 
that impression by the way newspapers, 
magazines, movie reels, radio and -tele- 
vision advertise, glamorize and glorify 
its use. 


The advertisers of beverage alcohol 
utter no caution, sound no warning, and 
give no indication that there is ever any 
unpleasantness connected with its use. 
They glorify it with wholesome public 
acceptance, harmless refreshment, social 
courtesy, domestic tranquillity and per- 
sonal enjoyment. Such a one sided glor- 
ification of this habit forming, narcotic, 
poisonous drug is dishonest, deceptive 
and dangerous and should be prohibit- 
ed by law.

DETRIMENTAL TO THE 
PUBLIC GOOD 


The man who runs a grocery store, a 
dry goods store, a meat market, a hard- 
ware store, a furniture store, a lumber 
yard, a feed store, or who sells farm 
implements, gasoline, automobiles or 
real estate, that man sells a product that 
is useful to the community, needed in 
the community and beneficial to man- 


kind. 


But the man who sells beer, wine or 
whiskey sells a product in his commu- 
nity that not only is not beneficial to 
the community but is detrimental to the 
public good by causing traffic deaths, 
moral declensions, criminal violence, 
domestic strife and social debauchery. 
His community would be far better off 
if not a drop of his product could be 
obtained within a thousand miles. 
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That being true, it irrefutably fol- 
lows that the manufacture and sale of 
beverage alcohol is contrary to the pub- 
lic good. If the manufacture and sale 
of beverage alcohol is contrary to the 
public interest, then the advertising of 
beverage alcohol is contrary to the pub- 
lic interest because it promotes the man- 
ufacture and sale of beverage alcohol. 


Radio stations and television stations 
are operated on frequencies that belong 
to the public; their use is provided free 
of cost to the licensees on the condition 
that the broadcasters will use them in 
the public interest. I contend that when 
those frequencies are used to promote 
the sale and use of beverage alcohol, it 
is not in the public interest and is a 
violation of their binding obligation 
and should be prohibited by law.

USURPS PUBLIC OWNED RADIO 
AND TELEVISION FACILITIES 


Under present day policies, the ad- 
vertisers of beverage alcohol usurp pub- 
lic owned facilities and vital media to 
the practical exclusive use for one side 
in a controversial issue of great public 
importance. 


The manufacture, the sale and the ad- 
vertising of beverage alcohol is a con- 
troversial issue of unparalleled magni- 
tude. There are millions of American 





citizens who would vote tomorrow for 
national prohibition if given an oppor- | 


tunity. They deplore the promotion of 
the traffic and they hotly rebel at all 
this one-sided, play-up and false glorifi- 
cation of beverage alcohol. They would 
like to have the truth about alcohol, 
the virtues of abstinence, and the 
reasons for prohibition to be presented 
to the public over those same radio and 
television facilities at equally favorable 
and regular periods. 


This is in keeping with the American, 
democratic, tradition of free speech. 
fair play and equal opportunity on con- 
troversial issues. 


But that privilege is denied. For twen- 
ty years it has been the over-all undevi- 
ating practice of radio networks and 
broadcasting stations, with few excep- 
tions, to sell choice evening periods, 
daily or weekly, under commercial 
sponsorship to advertise, glamorize, 
glorify, and promote the beverage use 
of alcohol; but at the same time refuse 
to sell any time whatever to the accred- 
ited, elected spokesmen of the temper- 
ance forces to present scientific truths 
about alcohol, to appeal for abstinence, 
and give the reasons for legally prohi- 
biting the traffic in beverage alcohol. 


We have repeatedly sought to pur- 
chase broadcast time on the national 
networks and they have refused for 
fifteen years to sell even one period of 
network time for a prohibition talk to 
the American people on the liquor ques- 
tion. 


Now. ladies and gentlemen, why de- 





nounce Communist Russia for her iron 
curtain against democratic truth and yet 
tolerate here at home on radio and tele. 
vision an iron curtain against the scien- 
tific facts about alcohol, the plea for 
abstinence, and the appeal for prohibi- 
tion? 


If radio stations and networks are 
going to sell choice periods of time for 
extended commercial contracts to the 
liquor interests to promote the manu- 
facture and sale of beverage alcohol and 
at the same time refuse to sell equally 
favorable times under extended con- 
tracts to the Christian forces of abstin- 
ence and prohibition, then I contend 
that this is unfair, un-American, undem- 
ocratic, violation of the sacred tradition 
of fair play, free speech, and equal op- 
portunity, for which millions of our 
sons have fought around the world, 
should be stopped by adopting the Bry- 
son Bill into law and prohibiting the 
advertising of beverage alcohol over 
radio and television.

LIQUOR ADVERTISING FLOUTS 
ESTABLISHED LAW 


To say that it is advertising a legal 
product is only a part truth. It is only 
legal in some sections. There are 142 
counties in Texas where you can’t legal- 
ly buy beverage alcohol. There are 86 
wholly dry counties in Kentucky. There 
are 64 in Georgia, 53 in Mississippi, 46 
in Alabama, 39 in Arkansas, 38 in 
North Carolina; a thousand towns, 
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townships and precincts in Illinois, be- 
tween four mn) five hundred in Ohio 
and over 300 in Maine and various 
counties and political units in many 
other States. 


In these areas the people in open, 
free, untrammeled democratic public 
elections went to the polls and voted it 
unlawful to sell beer, wine, whiskey or 
other alcoholic beverages in that locali- 
ty. But radio and television know no 
geographical lines, no territorial limi- 
tations, and night after night at choice, 
regular periods, the advertisers of bev- 
erage alcohol come barging into the 
homes by the family firesides, and to 
men, women and litle children they 
glamorize, glorify and urge the use of 
a product that is illegal and unlawful 
in that community. 


This does not encourage observance 
of the established law and when those 
same homes and listening audienees are 
shut off on those same facilities from 
hearing other speakers proclaim argu- 
ments and appeals that support these 
laws, it is an outrage. No wonder the 
Christian forces in all those areas have 
donned their fighting clothes and are de- 
manding the adoption of the Bryson 
Bill to outlaw liquor advertising. They 
are sick and tired and disgusted with all 
this flouting of the established law, and 
what they have taught their sons and 
daughters with reference to beverage 
alcohol.

LIQUOR ADVERTISING FOSTERS 
JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


Don’t try to argue with me that bever- 
age alcohol is a legal product and there- 
fore should be accorded the rights and 
privileges of bread, clothes, ice cream, 
soda pop, chewing gum, toothpaste and 
hair tonic. In addition to the millions 
of people living in local option pro- 
hibition territory where they cannot 
purchase beverage alcohol legally, there 
are millions of American people all 
over the United States who cannot legal- 
ly purchase alcoholic beverages. They 
are the teen-age youth of this country. 


It is unlawful to sell alcoholic bever- 
ages to anyone under 21 years of age 
in all but five States and they limit the 
sale at 18 years of age. That is not true 
of bread, meat, potatoes, chewing gum, 
soda pop, candy and ice cream. So, if 


you want to be honest and fair, don’t 
talk to me about the legality of this pro- 
duct unless you specify the age and ter- 
ritorial limitations of that legality. 


The purpose of liquor advertising is 
to promote acceptance, stimulate desire 
for, and increase its sales. The play-up 
of beverage alcohol in glorifying terms 
of goodness, affect children just the 
same, and perhaps to a greater extent 
than it does the mature, experienced 
adults. And for that reason I contend 
that liquor advertising fosters juvenile 
delinquency. 


Right now we are wrestling with an 
ever growing mammoth problem of ju- 
venile delinquency. There is a growing 
crime problem among the teen age 
youths. It centers in the 10 to 17 year 
old age group. The daily press, pub- 
lished surveys, police records show that 
it is linked with beverage alcohol. Beer 
parties, drinking escapades, abound on 
the part of teenagers. 


The magazine, Better Homes and Gar- 
dens for March reported a highly fi- 
nanced and scientifically conducted sur- 
vey in Nassau County, New York, which 
revealed that 90 per cent of 29,000 high 
school students under 18 years of age 
drank. It revealed that they began drink- 
ing by the time they were 16 years of 
age. Not a one of them could legally 
buy a bottle of beer for personal con- 
sumption, yet 90 per cent of them drank. 


But ladies and gentlemen, what else 
can you expect? Day after day, night 
after night, baseball games, prize fights, 
boxing matches, and other sporting 
events; day after day and night after 
night attractive music, stirring dramas, 
ear catching appeals, interesting absorb- 
ing pictures, popular comedians, and 
the latest news events are linked up 
with urgent appeals by radio and T.V. 
to drink beverage alcohol and never so 
much as a hint that it is unlawful for 
teenagers to buy it and unwise for them 
to use it. 


What is more, over those same radio 
and television networks, they are shut 
off from hearing the other side of this 
beverage alcohol question. 


So again I say, “What else could you 
expect but a growing juvenile problem 
of delinquency portrayed in wild par- 
ties, pm cm escapades, and crime that 
involve the use of beer and other alco- 
holic beverages?”
